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Windstorm damage forces 
postponement of Topeka 


half mile

A freak windstorm that blew away part of the concrete roof of the 
Sunflower State Expo grandstands forced postponement of the July 5 
AMA Grand National Championship/Winston Pro Series half mile at 


Topeka, KS. 


Described by some witnesses as a tornado, though no funnel was 
seen, the storm hit late Friday afternoon, damaging the fairgrounds 
and a nearby muffler shop. According to the Topeka Capitol-Journal, 
atleast two persons suffered minor injuries. 

The winds folded part of the roof back over onto itself, and 
showered front row seats with concrete chunks. A fireworks show 
was scheduled for Friday night, but the storm hit before many 


spectators had arrived. 


Among those near the site were promoter Don Brymer, track prep 
specialist Harold Murrell, and AMA Professional Competition Manager 
Bill Boyce. “It damn near flipped my pickup over,” related Murrell. 

Promoter Brymer was heard to joke later, “The T-shirt guy had a 
great idea. For next year's event, we're gonna have a T-shirt with Mike 
Kidd (the '79 Topeka winner) or whoever wins the race this year, and 
coming off his rear tire is gonna be a tornado!" 


Californian Randy Mamola (Suz) won 
the July 6 Belgian GP, finishing ahead 
of Marco Luchinelli (Suz) and defend- 
ing World Champion Kenny Roberts 
(Yam). Mamola qualified fastest for 
the 500cc race with Roberts fifth fast- 
est. Freddie Spencer made his GP road 
racing debut, qualifying 12th only to 
retire from the race with mechanical 
difficulties on the fifth lap, as did Dale 
Singleton who had qualified 21st fastest. 
Following Mamola, Luchinelli and 
Roberts across the finish line at Zolder 
were Graeme Crosby (Suz) Wil 
Hartog (Suz) and Franco Uncini (Suz). 
Barry Sheene failed to qualify. 


Dale Singleton called from Belgium 





to give us the above rundown and 
had a few comments to make 
about GP road racing. “You 
wouldn't believe how competitive 
things are at GPs, but the Belgian 
GP qualifying and finish results will 
give you a good indication. Think 
about Sheene not qualifying, 
Spencer qualifying 12th and me 
having to drag my knees in every 
corner and do all kinds of magic 
tricks just to qualify 21st. It's un- 
believable. I'm winging back to 
race at Mosport next weekend and 
then I'll turn around and come 
back to Europe for a 750cc race at 
Hockenheim in Germany.

Italian Elio Zanini was killed while 
setting three new world speed 
endurance records on his streamlined 
BMW last week. Zanini, who construct- 
ed the streamliner himself with help 
from BMW, lost control of his ma- 
chine at the Nardo test track in south- 
ern Italy when a gust of wind caught 
him. Zanini, 42, established new world 
records for one hour at 140.3 mph, six 
hours at 133.27 mph, and 1,000 kilo- 
meters (621 miles) at 138.05 mph 
average speeds. 


Mike Baldwin jetted to Europe two 
weeks ago to sell a motorhome 
and to spectate at the Dutch and 
Belgium GPs. He boosted the spirits 
of American road racers Kenny 
Roberts, Randy Mamola and Dale 
Singleton by hanging huge 
banners on the paddock fence. 
“USA all the way! Go Ken-Randy- 
Dale," said the banners which also 
featured a large American flag. 


Steve Scott and Lonnie Hotchens took 
top honors at the July 4 Pike's Peak 
Hillclimb in the 250cc and Open Pro 
classes, respectively. Scott did the deed 
on his Bultaco, shaving three seconds 
off his old time as he set a new 250cc 
record of 13:56.81. Yamaha-mounted 
Hotchens won the Open class with a 
13:44.735 time. In the Amateur ranks, 
Yamaha rider Dave Doyle cranked out 
a 15:09.76 win in the 250cc class while 
Don Seibel, II, rode his Kawasaki to a 
14:33.69 victory in the Open Amateur 
category. Dave Aldana was a last 
minute no-show; no word on Chuck 
Palmgren. Lectron's Sparky Edmonston 
placed third in the Open Pro class, 
turning a 14:15.82 time on his Yamaha. 
Full coverage next week. 


Team Kawasaki has exercised a 
contract option requesting that Larry 
Wosick not ride any more races for 
them this year. Wosick will remain 
under contract to Kawasaki until 
the end of the year, although he 
may terminate his contract if he 
wishes to ride for another 
company. Wosick placed seventh 
in the 250cc National MX Series; 
he'll miss only the remaining Super-

News from the California Depart- 
ment of Parks and Recreation is 
that the new Director has report- 
ed for duty, and the former De- 
puty Director Alice Huffman is on her 
way out. No name has been mentioned 
yet as her replacement. There are good 
indications that we will be able to work 
with the new Director, and if the Gov- 
ernor is reasonable with his selection of 
a deputy, it is conceivable that we can 
turn around some of the mess which 
exists within the OHV program. 

Still a problem is an OHV Program 
Manager who has his own ideas as to 
how the program should be run, and 
cares little about the interests of the 
user organizations. This is a problem 
which has surfaced with increasing fre- 
quency lately, where lower level 
bureaucrats within the Department of 
Parks and Recreation ask for public 
comments on projects and then con- 
tinue on with their original plans 

Besides the OHV Program Manager, 
similar traits have been observed in the 
Project Planner for the Hungry Valley 
facility. Although there is an advisory 
committee for the Hungry Valley facil- 
ity, and in spite of the fact that this 
advisory committee has repeatedly and 
emphatically told the planners that we 
do not wish to pay for elaborate and 
expensive facilities, the planners con- 
tinued to return with facility designs that 
look like something out of a KOA 
brochure. 

Many of the organizations will be ask- 
ing the new Director to seek to straight- 
en out these wayward bureaucrats, or 
clean house and put in some managers 
who will work with user representatives. 






Meanwhile, back on the desert, the 
BLM has completed another phase of 
their "dog and pony" show. 

The last weekend of June was the 
time of the latest meetings of the 
Bureau's Desert Planning Advisory 
Committee. At these meetings, many 
of the committee members' hostilities 
towards off-road vehicles were clearly 
expressed. Although the Advisory 
Committee seems inclined to 
recommend some variation of a “pro- 
tection alternative" with some conces- 
sions to the commercial and recrea- 
tional interests, there is little likelihood 
that their recommendations are going 
to have much effect upon what seems 
to already have been decided by the 
Bureau's Desert Plan staffers. 

Almost anyone who has had a con- 
versation with BLM bureaucrats who 
are privy to planning process informa- 
tion, report certain conversational slips 
which indicate that the plan has long 
since been completed. The hearings, 
advisory committee meetings, letters, 
etc. are all window dressing to impress 
the Congress who asked BLM to seek 
input from the public. 

It seems apparent that whether we 
are dealing with bureaucrats from 
BLM or State Parks, we run up against 
the same problem — stubborn bureau- 
crats.

Zonker has valid point 


Never mind the fact that the cover 
of Patricia Zonker's book shows an 
automobile radial tire skid supposedly 
made by a motorcycle front tire which 
appears to be bleeding red blood 
(usually motorcycles bleed black oil — 
from the engine, not the tires). Never 
mind the near-hysterical tone that 
pervades most of her discussion of 
motorcycling. There are two things 
about her book that I think are worth 
appreciating. 

Your contributing writer, Rex 
Reese, did his very best to ignore her 
very valid point that regardless of who 
is at fault in a motorcycle accident, it 
is still the motorcyclist who pays for 
somebody's dumb mistake with his 
broken bones, blood, snot, etc. If you 
think some insurance bucks (provided 
the car driver even has insurance, pro- 
vided he even stops after he creams 
you) will make up for the injuries you 
can suffer in a motorcycle accident, 
you should sit down and think it over 
again. 

Secondly, Ms. Zonker zs prejudiced 
and she makes no bones about it. And 
that’s OK. Certainly helmets provoke 
the same kinds of reactions among 
motorcyclists. But I find her obvious 
prejudice far less harmful to motor- 
cycling than something as cynical and 
biased as the 60 Minutes special on the 
“rape” of the California deserts by off- 
road vehicles. While masquerading as 
unbiased news coverage, the crew inter- 
viewed mostly well-dressed, articulate 
college professor types who condemned 
off-road riding. The defenders of off 
road riding were, uh well, pretty 
typical dirt bikers — neither well- 
dressed nor articulate. The arguments 
in favor of off-road riding were poorly 
presented and would not favorably 
impress either the general public or 
many lawmakers. 

Face it:, Patricia Zonker’s book 
appeals to people who read Family 
Circle and Sunset. It will not persuade 
any biker to give it up. It will stir up 
feathers with a lot of moms and wives 
who never did and never will under- 
stand what it's like to blast up a sand- 
wash WFO, or to straighten out a 
mountain road, or to bore a hole in 
the horizon, Or to just kick back and 
cruise at 50 mpg.

Why didn't Ms. Zonker mention any of 
these things in her book? 

I don't feel that motorcycling is any 
more dangerous, or has any more in- 
juries, than other sports such as skiing, 
football; etc. It can hardly be com- 
pared to war. People know when they 
begin the sport that falling is part of it, 
and you don't. get drafted into 
motocross.

AMA 125/500cc National Championship MX Series: 


Rounds 6/6 


arnett narrows points lead, 
Sun stretches it out

WASHOUGAL, WA, JULY 6 


On a grass-covered hillside track in the shadow 
of Washington's Mt. St. Helen's volcano, Team 
Honda's 500cc class star Chuck Sun blasted 
forth with back-to-back moto wins to increase 


his points lead toward winning 
his first National Championship 
title. Needing only six points — 
with four motos left to collect 
them — almost assures Sun and his 
Eric Crippa-prepared Honda RC 470- 
80 Pro-Link the 500cc crown presently 
held by Suzuki's Danny LaPorte, once 
again sidelined by mechanical 
problems with the RN 440-80 Floater. 

The saving grace for Team Suzuki 
came in the 125cc National class 
where "Bomber" Mark Barnett used 
his Jeff Clark-prepared water-cooled 
RA 125-80 Floater to dust off the 
opposition with volcanic ash and 
narrow the series point lead of Broc 
Glover, Yamaha's reigning three-time 
champion. Glover still picked up 
second overall for the afternoon as he 
battled off Barnett in the opening laps 
of the final moto then pulled away from 
Barney to a convincing win. 

The Washougal/Yamaha National, 
promoted by Bob Osborn and Wally 





Brosamle of Northwest Motocross 
Enterprises, proved to be the finest 
outdoor National of the year. The 
course itself, a part man-made and 
part natural terrain track, was thick 
with grass. It featured numerous high 
speed downhill jumps and enough 
rough sections that most of the riders 
were calling it the finest motocross 
track in America, west of Unadilla. 
This new National-caliber track at 
Washougal near Portland, Oregon, 
which attracted close to 10,000 specta- 
tors for its first major race will now set 
the standard for most other AMA 
National outdoor tracks to follow if 
they hope to raise the stature of moto- 
Cross. 


125cc National 


It was Team Suzuki's new rookie 
star Scott Burnworth who led the way 
through turn one for the start of the 
afternoon's first 125cc National moto. 
Burnworth was out front ahead of 
Yamaha's Donnie Cantaloupi, 





Kawasaki's Jeff Ward and Suzuki 
teammate Mark Barnett. Quickly 
Barnett began slashing his way to the 
lead position, dicing his way past 
Ward and Cantaloupi to tangle with 
— and then take the lead away from 
— the "Burner" after five laps. 


Series points leader Broc Glover, 
meanwhile, had been buried in the 
rear of the field at the start and would 
spend the whole moto trying to rectify 
his mistake, eventually working his 
way up to finish fourth ahead of 
Cantaloupi. Both Cantaloupi and 
Ward were displaced one position 
back at mid-moto when Suzuki's other 
rider "Messerschmit" Brian Myerscough 
strafed his way into third. Burnworth 
was edged back to a still creditable 
sixth position at the finish line behind 
his much more experienced and senior 
competition. 

Both Broc Glover and Donnie 
Cantaloupi were riding new water- 
cooled OW 43-80 factory Yamaha 
Monocrossers with power valves. Intro- 
duced earlier this season on the 250cc 
works bikes, this was the first time the 
crankshaft-diven exhaust valves were 
employed on the 125cc watercooled 
machines to help broaden their 
powerbands. Said Broc, "We gotta do 
something to keep up." 

It was obvious though, that in the 
second moto Glover hardly needed any 
advantage to keep up with Barnett. 








Both the Broc and Bomber Barnett 
charged boot-to-boot and wheel-to- 
wheel off the starting line and through 
turn one in a cloud of volcanic debris. 
Riding their fender flaps were Honda's 
Rich Coon, Myerscough, Burnworth, 
Sun, Ward, Blose and Watts. Glover 
held the lead of the second moto for 
the first two laps, then it was Barnett 
out front, then two laps later Glover 
again. This time when Glover got the 
lead he kept it, dialing out an 
advantage over Barnett that increased 
a scant five seconds by the time they 
reached the finish line some 50 
minutes later. Myerscough moved up 
soon after the start to run a strong and 
uncontested third place. Ward danced 
off Coon's rear fender the entire race; 
the Flying Freckle followed the Honda 
rider in for sixth. The only real battle 
the last half of the moto was a four- 
way fight for seventh place which 
resolved itself finally at the drop of the 
flag with Cantaloupi in seventh just 
ahead of Honda's Ron Sun, Moto-X 
Fox's Jeff Watts on a YZ Yamaha and 
Kawasaki support rider Chappy Blose. 
500cc National 


The 500cc Class was slated to be a 
battle between the two titans of 
northwest motocross, Rick Burgett 
and Chuck Sun from just below the 
nearby Columbia river in Oregon. In 
the first moto, the fight almost shaped 
up but never materialized as

"Lumberjack" Burgett dropped his 
Yamaha and the lead he was holding 
off the starting line by the time he 
reached turn three. Kawasaki test 
rider Goat Breker wheeled his KX440 
past the fallen Burgett and into the 
lead with Chuck Sun's RC 470 Honda 
breathing red flames on the green 
meanie. Stepping in behind were 
LOP's Gary Semics, Marty Smith of 
Suzuki, Mosier, Swartz, Englund and 
King as Burgett rejoined the pack in 
20th place. 

Gremlins again stuck Danny 
LaPorte, this time before he could 
even get his Suzuki around the gnarly 
high-speed track to complete one lap. 
"My chain came off. I put it back on, 
but it came right off again so I headed 
for the pits." 

At the 10 minute mark, it was 
Chuck Sun dancing his way past 
Breker. Sun took it and ran with it, 
but only managed to stay ahead of the 
determined young Goat by some five 
seconds for the rest of the race. A good 
distance back ran Marty Smith for an 
uncontested third, then Marty Moates 
pushing his way up in the closing laps 
to take fourth place away from his 
LOP teammate Gary Semics. Gaylon 
Mosier who had been dicing with 
buddy Semics earlier in the race, had 
since retired with a blown rear brake 
backing plate. Burgett was put out of 
the race as well when the usually 


reliable OW 42 works Yamaha lost its 
damping in the rear shock. 

The Washougal National was a class 
act with the promotors bringing in 
Larry and Bev Huffman to handle the 
annoncing chores (and even Wheelie 
King, Doug Domokos for the half-time 
show). It was Mr. Huffman heralding 
the start of the second moto with, 
“The Cream of the Northwest moto- 
cross giants — Chuck Sun has taken 
the lead with Rick Burgett hot on his 
tail.” That had the highly partisan 
fans cheering wildly. Nothing else 
seemed to matter as Burgett rocketed 
his way past Sun on the downhill ski 
jump to claim the lead before the first 
lap ended...even Marty Moates 
stuffing his way around Sun for a 
moment before being repassed by the 
series points leader. It was the Burgett 
versus Sun fight the crowd wanted to 
see, and that’s what they got. 

Quickly Sun moved his Honda back 
up on Burgett and the two began 
trading handlebars for glory on the 
home battleground where the two 
have competed against each other for 
years. Side-by-side they careened 
around the Washougal hillside, 
stuffing 21-inch front wheels at each 
other and into places where only a 
licensed physcian had the right to go. 
It was obvious that Sun was frustrated 
in his constantly blocked attempts to 
get back around Burgett, often pulling 





past little Rickey from the outside of 
one turn, only to have the door 
slammed in his face going into the 
next. Finally, Burgett left his door 
open a little too long and Sun dived for 
the entrance. 

“I got around Burgett, but I had to 
do it by going into the next turn much 
too hot, and I stalled my motor. I had 
been feeling pretty comfortable and 
relaxed, but then Burgett and Moates 
wanted to get into some serious racing. 
I knew it was going to be a long moto 
and wanted to pace myself, but they 
wouldn’t let me,” said Sun. 

After stalling his bike, Sun restarted 
in third place and quickly made back 
up the lost distance by. repassing 
Moates and closing on Burgett. That's 
when Burgett made his big mistake. 

"Burgett went into that soft berm on 
the top of the hill; he jammed his front 
end in and lost it (fell down). I had 
almost done the same thing myself a 
couple of times earlier," said Chuck. 

Sun retook the lead, holding it all 
the remaining 20 minutes to the finish. 
Goat Breker fought his way past Smith 
and Moates to collect second place for 
the moto and second overall. Burgett 
remounted after his fall to hang onto 
fifth position, just ahead of Arlo 
Englund on the Vickery Yamaha, then 
Mosier, Semics, John Day and Danny 
Turner. Once again Danny LaPorte 
was forced to retire with mechanical 








problems from his string of bad luck. 
Honda's Jim Gibson and Yamaha's 
Rex Staten were put out of temporary 
action by high-speed get-offs.

Triple victory to Reid at 13th Mammoth MX

MAMMOTH LAKES, CA, JUNE 27-29 


Team Kawasaki rider Warren Reid commented 
before the 250cc Pro final on Sunday, “I’m 
really tired from the last two days and I haven't 
gotten enough sleep. My eyes are really tired 


but I want to win all three days. 
I hope I can!" 

And win he did, becoming the 
first rider to ever win all three 


Pro classes at the Mammoth Mountain 
Motocross classic. Reid set the pace all 
three days, winning handily over Rick 
Johnson in the 125cc Pro race on 
Friday, battling with Yamaha 
teamster Mike Bell in the Open class 
while lapping every rider but Bell and 
finally capping the weekend with 
come-from-behind charge on the early 
leader, Honda’s Donnie Hansen, that 
gave Reid a perfect score for the 
annual event. 

Track preparation was excellent 
with a new dog-leg added after the 
downhill that proved to be difficult for 
many riders and brightly colored 
banners and snow fencing added for 
crowd control of the several thousand 
spectators who attended the three day 
event. 

As usual, the little village of Mam- 
moth Lakes provided the atmosphere 
and beauty that have made the 
Mammoth races a motorcycle culture 
event for 13 years. The parallel 





between Mammoth and the old 
Barstow to Vegas desert classic is often 
drawn in the memory of old desert 
racers and it is nice to race in a 
welcoming and non-hostile environ- 
ment once again. 


Friday 


The 125cc riders took to the track 
with Juniors and Intermediates running 
two qualifying motos for each division 
with the top riders transferring to a 
final with the qualifying moto scores 
counting as half the overall score. New 
to the format this year was the change 
from two final races for the Experts to 
one torturous 45 minute plus one lap 
final that determined the winner. 

When the 125cc Juniors took to the 
track for the final race Yamaha rider 
Bob Binns had the scoring lead with 
Chris Gable (Yam) and Don Hargis 
(C-A) within striking distance. Gable 
wasn't quite up to his previous perfor- 
mances and dropped back to sixth at 
the end of the moto allowing Hargis to 
take the victory and the overall win 
ahead of Binns. 

The 125cc Intermediate honors 
went to Suzuki rider Ron Brown, who 


easily won both his qualifying races 
and placed second in the final to 
snatch the overall victory away from 
Yamaha rider Pete McConnel. 

Suzuki rider Dean Cates pulled the 
holeshot as the 125cc Pros rocketed up 
the steep Mammoth starting hill. 
Right on Cates’ rear tire was 
Kawasaki's Warren Reid and he out- 
cornered Cates on the bottom of the 
downhill to take over the lead. At the 
completion of the first lap Reid had 
already established a commanding 
lead with Cates second, Suzuki rider 
Roger Brown third, Honda-mounted 
Chris Heisser fourth and Troy Lee 
rounding out the top five on his KTM. 
Yamaha rider Rick Johnson was far 
back in the pack after starting poorly 
and was quickly building momentum 
as he charged toward the leaders. 

Following in Johnson's wake was 
Honda rider Jim Holley who was 
picked as one of the pre-race favorites 
and his moves on slower riders as he 
worked his way through the pack 
justified the expectations. 

Meanwhile up front Reid was 
walking away with the win as Cate 
faded from the pace, Brown fell down 
and Heisser temporarily took over 
second. A.J. Whiting moved his 
Yamaha up to battle with Lee while 
Brown remounted in eighth and 
Yamaha rider Erik Kehoe moved into 
sixth with Johnson on his rear fender. 


Johnson soon put the moves on Kehoe, - 


Lee, Cates and Whiting and moved up 
to pressure Heisser. Heisser struggled 
to hold off Johnson's charge but soon 
the Yamaha rider was into second and 
pulling away from the field. 

As the race neared the final few laps 
Reid settled in at a steady 2:23 second 
pace with a 45 second lead over John- 
son who had a similar lead over the 
third place battle between Heisser and 


Holley. 
At the checkers it was Reid, 
johnson, Holley, Heisser, Yamaha 


rider Jay Stanford and Lee. "I'm just 
going to go home and sit in front of the 
TV," said Reid after the race. "I've 
gotta save my energy for tomorrow!" 


Saturday 


The big Open class machines took 
over the sandy Mammoth course today 
with the expected results, huge whoops 
and bone-jarring ruts. By the final in 
late afternoon the track had become 
the challenging test of stamina that 
Mammoth has become famous for. 

The Open Junior final was an 
exciting battle between George Primm 
on a YZ465 and Mark Howard, also 
riding a Yamaha. Primm and Howard 
had each won both qualifying motos of 
their respective divisions and they 
finished 1-2 in the final with Primm 
the victor and Howard the runner-up. 

Keith Willis powered: his Yamaha 
into the lead in both qualifying motos 
for Division two Open Intermediates, 
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A monumental Open class duel between Warren Reid (56) and Mike Bell saw them lap the entire field! Reid took a narrow win. 





then came back for the final and 
dominated the field to gain the overall 
victory with a perfect score. Dave 
Lawson held the number two spot as 
the checkers came out for the final and 
earned second overall. 

The women racers took to the field 
on Saturday also and as expected 
current Women's National champ 
Dede Cates won all three Expert motos 
to take the overall win. Following 
Dede's Suzuki to the finish line were 
Yamaha-mounted Rhe Helms and 
Suzuki rider Marcy Lewis. Louise 
Bates took the fourth place honors on 
her Suzuki with fifth going to Yamaha 
rider Mercedes Gonzales. 

Val Tamietti pulled the holeshot on 
his Maico as the Open Pros roosted 
onto the track for the final Open race. 
"Bob Elliot built the ramp for me and 
it worked great," explained Tamietti 
later. "He packed it down good and I 
got the holeshot!" Tamietti's lead was 
short-lived however as Alan Berlutti 
powered his Maico into the front spot 
as they rounded the top of the hill. 
Yamaha teamster Mike Bell quickly 
moved up to take the lead away from 
Berlutti as Reid moved his 420cc Uni- 
Trak up to fourth. On the back section 
of the track Reid sliced his way past 
both Tamietti and Berlutti to move 
into second and put the pressure on 
Bell. 

On lap three Reid found an opening 
in Bell's defenses and took over the 
lead. Bell stayed close and when Reid 
nearly fell a few laps later as his front 
wheel plowed in a loose turn Bell 
regained the lead. 

Behind the fast paced action up 
front Berlutti was holding down third 
place while Mike Shoemaker tried to 
keep his Yamaha ahead of Tamietti 
and Pete  Snorteland riding a 
DG/Yamaha. Eric McKenna moved 
his Maico up into the battle for fourth 
as Tamietti began to fade. 





With the race nearing the end Bell 
and Reid had lapped almost every 
rider in the field. Reid once again put 
the moves on Bell and led the way 
toward the checkers with Bell inches 
behind. As Reid and Bell moved up to 
lap the top 10 riders, Suzuki test rider 
Ron Turner latched onto the back of 
the freight train and moved from 11th 
to sixth in half a lap. 

Reid and Bell continued their 
personal race and lapped the entire 
field as the white flag came out. Reid 
took the win as Bell settled for a 
second. Berlutti held on to finish third 
ahead of McKenna as Turner picked 
up fifth and Steve Martin finished 
sixth on his Yamaha, riding the last 
few laps with a flat rear tire. 


Sunday 


The 250cc ground pounders took to 
the track for Sunday's races as small 
tremors continued to shake the small 
Mammoth community and help the 
southern California riders feel more at 
home. 

The 250cc Juniors took to the track 
first on Sunday and when the dust 
cleared and the beautiful clock- 
trophies were handed out Yamaba 
rider Don Clark received the first place 
honors. Clark won both of his qualifiers 
and made it a clean sweep with a 
victory in the final over J. Romp who 
piloted his Yamaha to second in the 
final and second overall. 

Top 250cc Intermediate honors 
went to Pete Riddle riding a 
Kawasaki. Second place went to Bill 
Carpenter on a Suzuki. 

The final line-up for the 250cc Pro 
race looked like a miniature national 
with four top factory riders present 
along with a crowd of National claiber 
privateers. Donnie Hansen was there 


with his Honda Pro-Link, Mike Bell ` 


was back on board a Yamaha mono- 
shock; Larry Wosick had his factory 





Kawaski ready for battle and Warren 
Reid was ready to shoot for a third win 
on his Roy Turner tuned Uni-Trak. 
Top privateers included MX Fox rider 


Pete Wanket, LOP rider Mark 
Lawrence, Yamaha riders Rick 
Johnson and Scott Gillman and 


Honda-mounted Jim Tarantino. 

Tarantino timed the gate perfectly 
and pulled a textbook holeshot ahead 
of Hansen and Gillman. Tarantino 
kept his lead up the hill and onto the 
track but Hansen moved into the lead 
on the rough back section. Tarantino 
dropped back to third as Gillman 
slipped his way past and into second 
and Reid powered into fourth. 

At the end of lap one the order was 
Hansen, Gillman, Tarantino, Reid, 
Johnson, Lawrence and Bell. Reid 
soon dispatched Tarantino back to 
fourth and began to build the pressure 
on Gillman. Hansen opened up a 10- 
second lead over the Gillman/Reid 
duel before Reid finally worked his 
way past. Tarantino and Lawrence 
both faded off the pace as Bell and 
Johnson closed in on Gillman. Bell did 
a slow motion fall at the bottom of the 
downhill and quickly remounted to 
rejoin the race in fifth. Two turns later 
and Bell was out of the race as he 
discovered the reason for his fall, a flat 
rear tire. 

Reid closed in on Hansen near the 
halfway point and passed the Honda 
rider on the uphill section where Reid 
did much of his passing all weekend. 
Once out front Reid was uncatchable 
and opened up a 20-second lead on 
Hansen, who was safe in second well 
ahead of the Gillman/Johnson battle 
for third. Johnson outbraked Gillman 
going into the hairpin turn leading to 
the finish line and took over third. 
Three corners later Gillman berserked 
the inside line and bailed just as he 
went past Johnson. Gillman quickly 
remounted to hold fourth to the finish. 





“I thought I could get him on that 
turn but I tried too hard and just spun 
out,” said Gillman later. 


Lawrence got back on the gas as the 
moto came near the end and managed 
to work into fifth ahead of a deter- 
mined Pete Wanket who had steadily 
climbed through the ranks to finish 
sixth ahead of Yamaha rider Steve 
Martin and Larry Wosick, who 
suffered from a poor start and what 
appeared to be shock problems. 


The spectators were definitely 
rooting for Reid to win his third 
straight race and as he crossed the 
finish line a loud cheer went up and 
the announcer shouted his congratula- 
tions. At the awards ceremony Reid 
thanked the officials for a good race 
and half-jokingly added, “Don't have 
a National here. The AMA will man- 
age to screw it up." e.

Kent Howerton 


“It sure feels good to be hig 
National Champ again!"

he year 1979 was good to Kent Howerton. 

He piloted his factory Suzuki RH250 to 

within a few points of the AMA 250cc Na- 

tional Championship MX Series, almost 
catching Bob Hannah in the last half of the season. 
“I really thought I had a chance to beat him," 
remembers Howerton, “but I had a little bad luck 
at the start of the year and couldn't quite catch 
him." 

Howerton’s next trick was to pull an amazing 
come-from-behind win at the U.S. round of the 
250cc World Championship MX Series, and he was 
just getting warmed up. Climbing aboard an Open 
class RH, the former 500cc National Champ rode 
with the poise and consistency of a competitor who 


` knows what it takes to win a tough series and added 


the Trans-USA title to his list of racing credits. 

Two weeks later Howerton won the final stadium 
race of the year at Anaheim. His victory was no 
easy task as he fought up from a ninth place start, 
held off charges by Yamaha's stadium specialist 
Mike Bell and took the lead away from a flying 
Warren Reid in the closing laps. 

Notes Howerton: “The start is really important 
in stadium racing; you need a top five start to win,

maybe top 10 if things go your way. At Anaheim, I 
had Bell pushing me, and we worked through 
traffic pretty quickly. We caught up to Reid after 
he had been leading for a long time, and I think he 
wasn't expecting it or had lost his rhythm. It 
would have been harder to pass bim earlier in the 
race.” 


The greatest challenge of ”79 still awaited How- 
erton. The inaugural running of the Superbikers 
to be held at Carlsbad Raceway included 40 of the 
top riders from around the world competing on a 
course with pavement, flattrack and motocross sec- 
tions. The excitement was high, the competition 
fierce and as the ABC Wide World of Sports 
cameras watched, the checkered flag came out. 
Kent Howerton and his Suzuki flashed across the 
line to be crowned the world's first Superbiker. 


“I wasn't surprised we won,” notes the blonde- 
haired Texas flash, **Motocrossers are the best all- 
around riders, and we have by far the best 
stamina. The track was really set up for TT riders, 
and that's how we set our bike up. Disc front 
brake, Goodyear dirt track tires and everything 
lowered a bit. It wasa real neat race to win!" 


Howerton first made his mark on the motocross 
world in 1975 riding an Open class Husky. Kent 


had some trouble that first year but went on to v in 
the 500cc National title in '76. His bikes were 
clearly underpowered against the new Japanese 
prototypes, and  Howerton's trademark soon 
became the berm-busting technique of fanning the 
clutch halfway through a turn. “I had to use the 
clutch a lot," points out Howerton, “just to keep 
up with the bikes from the big Japanese factories. 
Those Suzukis that Tony DiStefano rode were so 
much faster than my Husky, it was ridiculous!" 

Recalling his days with the Swedish Marque, 
Howerton explains, “If I knew then what I now 
do, I wouldn't have ridden one minute on a 
Husky. You wouldn't believe how little I got paid 
for winning that championship. I had so much 
trouble in '74 and '75 that I should have left 
Husky and ridden a Japanese bike for the '76 
season. The competition was so much less back 
then that if I had been riding a bike like DiStefano 
I could have won many more races, maybe as many 
as Hannah did in ’78.” 

Suzuki added Howerton to their factory team in 
1977 but the next two years were filled with small 
injuries that kept him from displaying his real 
talents. “It's tough to do good when you're hurt a 
lot," says Howerton, “You kinda become timid 
and maybe just a little afraid. You have to

overcome it somehow and get a couple of good 
finishes to regain your confidence.” 

One of the things that helped Kent regain his 
form was the good working relationship between 
himself and the Suzuki Team Manager, Mark 
Blackwell. With Blackwell’s coaching and inspira- 
tion, Howerton was able to recapture his speed and 
confidence. “Suzuki is a good team to race for; the 
bikes are good, and we have pretty good communi- 
cation with the factory. We know we are capable of 
winning, and having a good team manager like 
Blackwell is great because you know he will back 
you up and take care of any problems." 

At age 25, Howerton seems just to be coming into 
his prime. As the 1980 race season got under way, 
the savvy San Antonio rider talked a bit about 
momentum: *'I'm a little worried about the lay-off 
between the seasons because I don't want to lose the 
edge I had last year. I really peaked as the 250cc 
Nationals ended last year, and I have to keep up 
my momentum somehow. It's important to keep in 
tune for racing without actually having to compete 
and burn-out in the off season.” 

He needn't have worried; 1980 would turn out 
to be his finest season. Trailriding with teammate 
Brian Myerscough and racing in local events near 
his home in Texas, Howerton fine tuned himself 
for the first race of the year, a Supercross event in 
Seattle's Kingdome stadium. 

A bad fall on the first lap left Kent with an 
injured arm and a last place position. Remounting 
quickly he charged up through the best riders in 
America to finish fifth. In pain after qualifying 
for Sunday's race Howerton admitted, “My arm is 
really swollen bad and feels like it's broken. I 
know it's not, but I can'tlift it higher than the 
bars!” 

Displaying the determination that pushes a 
champion to do his best under any circumstances, 
the Suzuki ace moved up from a poor start to 
finish sixth and nail down second place in the 
Supercross standings behind Mike Bell. 

Winning at Oakland but suffering from bad 
starts on most Supercross tracks would leave Hower- 
ton in second place for most of the stadium series, 
always within striking distance of leader Bell but 
working hard to do so. “The problem with the 
starts was the stadium bikes we tried to ride at the 
beginning of the year. They were too short and 
would just wheelie on the starts if you got on the 
gas hard. I’m pretty sure I would be leading if we 
had used my outdoor bike.” 1 

Indeed the outdoor tracks would be better suited 
to Howerton's famed come-from-behind drives 
that had often carried him to victory in the past 
and would now carry him to the 250cc National 
Championship. Kent opened the season with a 
convincing win at the Hangtown classic and 
backed it up with the overall at the next week's 








Saddleback National. “We weren't really ready at 
Hangtown but won anyway," commented Hower- 
ton in the pits between motos at Saddleback, “But 
we're ready this week, and the bikes are working 
great. I've never felt better about my riding, and I 
think we're gonna win this year.” 


And win they did as Kent and company continued 
to dominate the series with a string of overall wins 
and a 77-point lead over second place finisher Bell. 

The Greg Arnette-tuned RH250 performed flaw- 
lessly the entire season. With Howerton on board, 
riding smoothly and consistently, the championship 
series seemed almost effortless and trouble-free. 
That was on the track, but Howerton remembers 
that incidents before the race often presented their 
own humorous difficulties: "I was having some 
stomach problems before the Colorado National 
and was in the can just before the race. Mark 
(Blackwell) was yelling that the two minute sign 
was up, and I threw on my gear real quick and 
took off running. The pits seemed like they were 
two miles from the starting line, and as I got to the 
line, I saw the sign go sideways. My bike was at the 
far end so I took a chance and ran right in front of 
the gate because I figured they wouldn't drop it 
with me in front. At least that was what I hoped!” 
Howerton made it to his bike okay, finished third 
for the moto and clinched the overall victory in the 
final 250cc National. A fitting finale to the season. 


We had breakfast with the Champ and his wife 
Jill the morning of the Bel-Ray 500cc USGP of 
Motocross, and after the standard fare of bacon, 
eggs and several coffee refills, the talk turned to 
motorcycles. 


Kent: At the first of the season, I thought I could win 
every moto. I was really in great shape and riding 
better than I ever had. 

Jill: That was the plan at first. But after 
Saddleback, Kent still figured he could win every 
overall. That's what he was really trying for. 

Kent: Yeah, I burned myself out at the first moto at 
Saddleback working up from a bad start and taking 
over the lead, and I guess Tripes was just cruising 
along and finished fifth or something. I just was too 
tired to work past him early, but I thought I could 
pass him on the last lap where he took a slow inside 
line and I knew the outside line would be faster at the 
end of the straight because the line was smoother. 

I don't know what the flagman was doing. He had 
the two-lap sign lying on the ground and he had the 
blue flag, the white flag and the checkered flag all in 
his hands. I couldn't read my pit board cause the 
mechanics were off to the side, and I was concen- 
trating on Tripes. When the checkered flag came 
out, I thought there was still one lap to go. 

CN: How did you have the confidence to plan on 
winning every moto in the 250cc class against so 
many top riders? 

Kent: Well, you know, it's kinda like if you read a 
book and then you know what it takes to read 
another book, and pretty soon you can read any 
book. It's the same when you ride every week against 
the same guys. You learn how fast they ride, and you 
know pretty well when you can ride faster. Some of 
the guys can really ride fast but aren't consistent 
enough to always do good. 

Jill: I think Kent just knows he can do it. 

Kent: I was having some problems with injuries 
before and now I'm finally completely healthy. I 
have been working out and training and just getting 
stronger and better in shape than ever because there 
aren't any injuries to hold me back. Last year toward 
the end of the season I was feeling pretty good. My 
confidence started building as I found out that I 
could ride.faster than Hannah. At Southwick I 
caught him and took over the lead. He stayed with 
me, but my mechanic said that they gave him the pit 
sign to go faster with two laps left, and Hannah just 
shook his head. He was going as fast as he could. 
CN: It would have been quite a season if Hannah 
had been able to race this year. 

Kent: It would have been a lot tougher, but I think I 
could have beat him. Hannah has always done good 
for more reasons than just riding fast. He's always 
been in such great shape that he could always go fast. 
Other riders can ride as fast as Bob but he can go fast 
in every race, the whole race, and other riders tire or 
make too many mistakes. That's why I did so good 
this year because I'm finally in great condition. Han- 
nah also wins because he really wants to win hard 
enough to really try. And he has the confidence to 
know he can. 

CN: Most of the riders are working hard on their 
conditioning.... 

Kent: True. That's another problem because they 
can go faster than their skill level and eventually take 
themselves out. The thing is, you have to be careful 
not to let them take you out, too. Especially in the 








stadium races. I think there are just too many riders 
in a stadium race. The racing would be better with 
less riders but riding faster. If you can't get a good 
start, you can't really work up and win. I really don't 
like having to ride so rough and bump guys and 
block pass to get around. I think if you are going 
faster there should be enough room to just blow by 
and never touch. 


CN: The Supercross Series has been tough for you. 
Kent: It has, but I still think I have a chance to win it 
now that we are riding our outdoor bikes. I'm getting 
better starts, and Bell isn't too far ahead... about 30 
points or 29 or something. If he has one bad race, I'll 
be right in it. Of course, if I have a bad race that will 
pretty much put me out... 

Jill: Kent's going to win the Superbowl. 

Kent: I sure do need to. I know that Bell must be 
really nervous about the series, It's his first chance at 
a title, and I know how tough that is. He finished 
second in the 500cc Nationals last year behind Danny 
(LaPorte), then second in the Trans-USA and now 
second in the 250cc National class this year. It's got 
to bother him. I know he wants to win. But nervous 
or not, Bell is a very good rider. He'll be tough to 
beat. I think he was kinda discouraged in the 250cc 
Nationals, and it affected his riding. But he goes 
really fast in the stadiums. 

Jill: We thought there were only going to be four 
more races, but now there are five. The Yamaha guys 
are saying we're just going to keep adding races until 
Kent wins. 

Kent: Another rider who is really getting to be a 
threat is Warren Reid. He's always fast, but he has 
the worst luck. Something always goes wrong for 
him, but I think he will get a lot more consistent in a 
couple of years. 

CN: He always seems to be the guy you take the lead 
away from. 

Kent: Like at Anaheim last year and then at the 
Superbikers...I remember he tried to square-off a- 
turn on the pavement like you would a motocross 
turn, but we were going way too fast and pavement is 
different! You can go just so fast and then suddenly 
no traction! 

At Colorado I thought he was finally going to beat 
me. I caught up to him in the second moto, and I 
thought he was leading. I had worked up from a poor 
start. I was still tired from running down from the 
pits and my stomach hurt pretty bad. Real bad! I 
just couldn't get enough energy to go around him. Of 
course Darrell was actually leading and I just didn't 
know it then because Greg Arnette, my wrench, 
wasn't at Colorado, and Rick was helping out but 
didn't really know how. 

CN: You won the first moto though. 

Kent: That really makes me feel like I showed every- 
one that I deserve to be the National Champion. I 
had a last place start and worked up to win. You 
wouldn't believe how rocky it was! Rocks this big 
(gesturing with hands around 12 inches around) all 
over the track, and dust, too. Right at the start I 
thought, “Well that's it, I'll never win this one." But 
I just kept working my way up and finally I got the 
pit sign that I was in fourth. I still thought I was 
pretty far back. When the two-lap sign came out, 
though, I could see those guys ahead, and I just got 
on the gas and went right by them. It felt great. 

Jill: Roy Turner (Kawasaki mechanic) said, "I 
thought Kent was gonna let us win one." 

CN: The year is still young, and the 250cc USGP is 
ahead. Then the Trans-USA, too. How do you see 
things going? 

Kent: I really want to win at Unadilla again. I think 
that's the best track in the U.S. I wish they were all 
like that. I think I can win the Trans-USA even 
though the class will be tougher this year with 
everyone on 250cc bikes, and Hannah might be 
back. I'm not sure that he will be strong enough to 
win after such a long lay-off, but I’m sure he'll try. 

We've been working with the new floater rear 
suspension, and I think it's working pretty nicely. 
Our cantilever suspension is working good right now, 
too, but the floater seems to give the bike a little bit 
more feel on off-camber and seems more stable. It 
needs more time to develop though, and the regular 
suspension is really improved after we tried Ohlins. 
We kept testing and testing the Kayabas, but it was 
useless. They just didn't work right. We put on 
Ohlins and picked up three seconds a lap on the test 
track. 

CN: Well, I guess we better head over for the track. 
Good luck and stay on the gas. We need the heroes. 
Kent: Thanks, I'm gonna keep winning, I think. I 
know I never felt better or rode faster. It seems like I 
just keep riding faster and faster. There must be a 
limit, but so far I just keep amazing myself that I can 
always go a little bit faster when I need it. It sure feels 
good to be National Champ again. It's been a long 
time! e.

Carpenter back on 
form at NMRA Indy 


Nationals

INDIANAPOLIS, IN, JUNE 28-29 


Bob Carpenter returned to the winner’s circle 
after adjusting to a new job and a brand switch, 
at NMRA’s U.S. Nationals held in spacious 
Indianapolis Raceway Park. Carpenter, head 


of Research and Development at 
R.C. Engineering, set low ET 
(9.034) enroute to his first win 
ever aboard his new Suzuki Pro 
Stocker. Joining Carpenter in the win- 
ner' circle were: Jim Bernard (Top 
Fuel) and Mike Bruso (Super Elimin- 
ator). 


Top Fuel 

The number one qualifier was Danny 
Johnson's blown Kawasaki. Johnson ran 
a 7.651 at 188 mph which held up for 
low ET of the meet and high mph. 
The National Number One Yamaha 
of Teson and Bernard wound up in the 
number two spot. Bernard rode the 
bike to a 7.770/177.16. Midwest Na- 
tional champ Frog Thacker put the 
Naff-Lewis-Thacker Kawasaki fueler 
into third position with a 7.920/181.08 
pass. Rounding out the top of the field 
was Southeast National champ, Elmer 
Trett. The potent twin Harley-Davidson 
ran a 7.921/173.41. 

Round one of eliminations -was 
really an underdog's dream as two of 
the top four qualifiers were upset. 
Leading the parade was number five 
qualifier, Roland Stuart. Stuart's 
double Harley used the Raceway Park 
concrete pad perfectly as Roland laid 
an 8.310/169.81 clocking on the 
normally hard charging Johnson. John- 
son slowed down to an 8.564 at 176.12 
mph in a losing effort. Next up were 
Frog Thacker's blown Kawasaki and 
Larry McBride's radical blown Harley. 
While Thacker was the undisputed 





favorite, McBride and Bell had other 
plans. When the light turned green 
the Virginia based H-D bombed out of 
the hole, putting Thacker in a position 
to play catch up. As Frog gamely tried 
to overtake the flying Harley, he lost 
an engine, assuring the McBride and 
Bell machine an upset win. On the run 
McBride clocked an 8.323/167.91 
mph to  Thackers losing 8.411/ 
147.34. The third pairing saw Jim 
Bernard face off against his old ma- 
chine, the Hickman and Hand "Red- 
neck Express" ridden by Chris Hand. 
The two riders left even and only 
the electric eye could tell the crowd 
who won. The win lights were lit 
in the Yamaha's lane as Bernard ran 
a 7.926 with no mph recorded to 
Hand's close 7.967/175.09. The final 
run of the round saw Elmer Trett's 
twin Harley take on the new blown 
Kawasaki of Steve Cooper. Trett took 
his "great American Freedom Machine" 
to the win with an 8.039, 169.17 mph 
pass over Cooper's losing 8.843 at 
163.04 mph. 

The second round began with the 
two first round upset winners facing 
off against each other. Both the 
McBride and Stuart Harleys left even, 
but, in a tight race, the Stuart ma- 
chine squeezed out the win, posting an 
8.547/166.66 to McBride's losing 8.590/ 
154.37. The other semi final was to be 
race between the Yamaha of Teson 
and Bernard versus Trett's Harley. As 
the pair staged, though, Trett's ma- 
chine displayed a problem in the front 
motor and lost fire as the light turned 








green. Bernard advanced into the 
final with a strong 7.754/179.28. 

The final came down to a battle be- 
tween the California Yamaha and the 
Florida Harley-Davidson. When the 
light turned green the two machines 
left even but Bernard immediately ex- 
perienced some wheelspin and rolled 
off and on the throttle not once but 
twice. Meanwhile the Stuart motor- 
cycle was motoring down to the finish 
line. Unbelievably, after the second 
throttle roll off, Bernard's bike finally 
hooked up and he blasted on towards 
the Stuart machine and victory. 
Bernard managed to pass the Harley 
and in doing so the National Number 
One plate holder won his first NMRA 
event of the season. Bernard's winning 
time was a 8.29/116.97 to Stuart's 
8.589/165.74. 


Super Eliminator 

As is becoming the habit in Super 
Eliminator, Mike Bruso on the Power 
Enterprises Kawasaki was fast qualifier 
with a new national record 7.827 at a 
record 177.86 mph. Bruso's biggest 
competitor, Jon Baugh, was the num- 
ber two qualifier aboard the Orient 
Express Kawasaki. Baugh ran a new 
A/DT record ET of 8.116/166.97. 
Baugh later lowered that mark to an 
8.04. The number three qualifier also 
set a new ET record as George Babor 
aboard the Orient Express Funny Bike 
ran an 8.384/161.87. Number four 

ualifier Bob Malloy, recently added to 
the R.C. Engineering racing team, ran 
an 8.430/161.87. 

Eliminations began with Bruso 
easily downing Bruce Litton, 
7.839/175.78 to Litton's 10.64/89.10. 
George Babor on the Orient Express 
Funny bike also had an easy time as he 
defeated Sonny Michalowski with an 
8.73/152.54 to Sonny’s. 9.771/148.76. 
The other Orient Express motorcycle, 
with Jon Baugh aboard, earned a spot 
in the semis despite bogging badly on 
the line. Howard Key got out first but 
developed a problem in the mid-range 
and had to watch his starting line ad- 
vantage disappear. Baugh won with 
an 8.597/166.97 to Key's 10.471/90.72. 
Bob Malloy ended the round with a 
freebie into the semis as Steve Stordeur 
broke and was unable to make the 
round. Malloy ran an 8.393/161.29. 

Round two saw Mike Bruso going 
up against Babor. The two riders left 
together with Babor's front wheel high 
in the air. At about the 500 foot mark 
the stiff side wind grabbed Babor and 
moved him into Bruso's lane, giving 
Mike the automatic win. Bruso went 
into the finals despite a rather slow 
8.395/166.36. Babor ran a losing 
9.350/142.65. Jon Baugh and Bob 
Malloy fought it out for the other 
finalist as Baugh took a close win, run- 
ning an 8.333/163.33 mph to Malloy's 
8.340/160.71. 

For the third National in a row, the 
final came down to the A/F Power En- 
terprises Kawasaki and the A/DT 
Orient Express Kawasaki. When the 
green hit Bruso was gone, taking a 
slight lead and building on it all the 
way to the finish line. The win was 
Bruso's third in a row in NMRA Na- 
tional competition. Bruso ran an 7.962/ 
172.41 to Baugh's 8.373/163.33. 


Pro Stock 


Bob Carpenter showed why he's the 
reigning Pro Stock National Number 
One with a tremendous performance 
and show of consistency. Carpenter's 
reactions coupled with some very 
consistent times proved to the Pro 
Stock world that he was indeed back 
for an all-out assault on the class. 

Carpenter led all qualifiers with a 
fine 9.050/144.92 run on the R.C. 
Engineering Suzuki. The second posi- 
tion was filled by Terry Vance of 
Vance and Hines Racing. Terry took 
the Suzuki to a 9.116/147.54. "Super- 


' bike Mike" Kyte was the number three 








man as he ran a solid 9.144/142.85 
with the red and white Kawasaki. 
Cedric Johnson was the fourth qualifier 
with a 9.209/140.62 run on the Kawa- 
saki. 

Round one got underway with Car- 
penter taking the early bye with a 
9.042/145.39. The second run saw 
"Superbike Mike" Kyte going up 
against the Kawasaki of Jay Wade. 
Mike took a slight lead off the line but 
shifting problems in the mid range 
gave Wade all the time he needed to 
go by for the win, running a 9.457/ 
139.75 to Kyte'a 9.544/136.98. Vance 
was next up with his Suzuki to go 
against Vicki Farr's R.C. Engineering 
Kawasaki. Vicki put a slight holeshot 
on Terry, but Terry caught her at the 
top of second gear and went on to an 
easy win. Vance ran a 9.175/145.16 to 
Farr's 9.324/140.40. Cedric Johnson 
and Butch Pace ended the round as 
the two Kawasaki riders squared off. 
Pace's mount was obviously hurt — 
smoke was coming out of the exhaust 
pipe as Butch wicked the throttle. 
Cedric wasted no time on the green 
and took a commanding lead, running 
a 9.253/140.18 mph while Pace clicked 
off, recording an 11.397/86.28. 

Carpenter opened up the second 
round with an all too easy victory over 
the Kawasaki of Jay Wade. Carpenter 
left on the first hint of green and went 
on to run a 9.063/144.69 to Wade's 
losing 10.593/88.14. The other semi 
final saw Terry Vance catch up to and 
pass Cedric Johnson as Terry ran a 
9.082/145.39 to Johnson's 9.414/ 
140.18. 

The final in Pro Stock was a familiar 
sight, but the turn of events was much 
different. In fact there were two final 
runs in Pro Stock as a malfunction in 
the tree caused the two riders to be 
given a handicapped start for the first 
run. On the rerun, Carpenter got 
Vance out of the hole and ran machine- 
like down the quarter mile for his first 
win of the season. Vance ran a 9.230/ 
143.76 in his losing effort while 
Carpenter ran a 9.053/144.69 to put a 
smile on a trackside Russ Collins' face. 


Pro Comp 


Geoff Masters opened up elimina- 
tions with a 9.131/141.50 bye run on 
the Wiseco-sponsored Kawasaki. Points 
leader Rick Stetson then put away the 
A/G Harley of Bill Baker; the Honda 
running a 9.441/137.61 to Baker's 
11.254/116.73. Mike Puglia was the 
next victor as he easily handled Larry 
Sterling's A/G Harley, running a 9.681/ 
136.61 to Sterling's 10.577/114.50. 
Steve Dunbar was the only Harley- 
Davidson mounted rider to survive the 
round as he knocked off fellow A/G 
Harley rider Mick Benbert, running a 
10.048/128.93 to Benbert's losing 
12.026/108.43. 

The semis opened with Masters 
catching a good light as the Kawasaki 
rider defeated Stetson's Honda, 9.127/ 
140.18 to 10.449/83.41 mph. Mike 
Puglia ended any hopes of a Harley 
winning when his little Kawasaki two- 
stroke dragster defeated Steve Dunbar's 
A/G Harley, 10.051/136.98 to 
Dunbar's 10.63/125.52. 

The finals pitted Midwest Nationals 
champ Masters against first time Pro 
Comp finalist Puglia. The two riders 
left even but the Masters' Kawasaki lit 
the win light. Geoff posted a 9.249/ 
138.88 to  Puglia's 9.889/133.13. 
Masters' win on Ron Krol-owned, Krol 
Cycle, Wiseco and Klotz sponsored 
Kawasaki is the second straight for the 
team. °

Washington's Mt. St. Helens still had 
nearly 10 years of peaceful slumber 
left to go, so to liven things up, the Mt. 
St. Helens M.C. hosted a National TT 
and Dick Mann (BSA) erupted and 
took the win. Mann had battled for 
several laps with Rookie Dave Aldana 
(BSA) before the two tangled and 
Aldana went down. Don Castro (Tri) 
finished second ahead of early leader 
Mark  Brelsford (H-D). Chuck 
Joyner (Tri, who would later 
dominate the Castle Rock TT in the 
middle of the decade, won the 
Amateur main event. 


A 40-rider squad was selected for the 
International Six Days Trial and Bud 
Ekins, Mike Patrick, Malcolm 
Smith, Jeff Penton, Ron Bond and 
Bob Fusan made up the Husqvarna- 
backed World Trophy team, the first 
U.S. effort in World Trophy 
competition (prior to 1970, World 
Trophy teams had to compete on 
motorcycles manufactured im their 
own country, and it was difficult to 
beat the Czechs riding Harley 74s). 
The U.S. ISDT team also had a pair of 
father/son efforts, with John Penton 
riding along with sons Jeff, Tom and 
16-year-old Jack. Herb Uhl was listed, 
along with son Bill. 


Edison Dye's Viking Series continued 
with a round in Puyallup, WA, and 
the winner of the International class 
was the same as the winner of the 
previous two, Heikki Mikkola (Hus). 
Torlief Hansen (Hus) won the second 
moto, but broke a chain while leading 
the first. CZ-mounted John DeSoto 
placed fourth overall and was top 
American. 


Valerians, an L.A. shop specializing 
in two-strokes, was a regular advertiser 
in the pages of Cycle News, and their 
ads were, uh, contemporary. We 
quote from one: “Your mission — 
should you accept it — is to call 213/ 
555-5555 and tell whomever answers 
that you saw this ad and have an over- 
whelming desire to buy something at 
Valerians.

Indian Dunes Park opened its doors 
to daily ORV use on July 1, 1970. 


Desert Heavyweight class points leader 
Whitey Martino (Hus) took the 
overall win in the Lost Coyotes hare 
scrambles. Tom Poteet (Bul) finished 
second and won the 250cc class. Terry 
Clark took the victory in the 100cc 
class aboard a Harley-Davidson Baja. 


Jim Wilson (Gre) continued to be the 
hot man in southern California moto- 
cross, taking two victories in a day race 
at Carlsbad, and then two more in two 
nights of MX at Ascot Park.

Grand Prix winner 
LOP 493cc Yamaha YZ

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When factory riders like Danny LaPorte and Rick Burgett began complaining 
at the 500cc Nationals that Marty Moates’ LOP Yamaha was blowing them off 
on the straightaways and that they weren't making back up any of that lost ground 
in the corners, you had to figure there was something a little fishy going on. 
Even if Yamaha's YZ465G was supposed to be the best production motocrosser of 
the 1980 season, there was no way a stocker could rip the numberpanels off its 
OW41B works bike counterpart, then chew them up and spit them out on the 
roughest tracks where a works bike should have had twice the suspension. 

Or could it? 





















It was at the Bel-Ray 500cc 
USGP of Motocross that a lot of 
other dazed and bewildered 
World Championship riders were 
asking the same question. Riders like 
500cc series points leader Andre 
Malherbe, who wasn't used to being 
beaten off the starting line with his 
potent RC 450 works Honda, nor Brad 
Lackey whose monster 499cc Kawasaki 
Uni-Trak which held nothing in reserve 
during the second moto battle with 
Moates... 

There was one big secret to the LOP 
Yamaha which Marty rode and even a 
couple of little secrets. The big secret I 
found out one weekday morning out 
on the Nationals when Marty and I 
went running. He happened to let it 
slip out that his bike had its engine 
stroked out to 493cc! It was the biggest 
displacement, most potent bike in the 
Nationals. This running thing also left 
open all kinds of new possibilities for 
finding out secrets from factory riders 
when they might be left in a weakened 
physical condition. 

Immediately I arranged a test of the 
bike with Marty and Laurens Offner. 
Laurens owns LOP Racing, an Illinois 
based accessory distributor and manu- 
facturer of motocross products. But it 
is the racing team itself, and not the 
accessory company, which commands 
all of Laurens' attention. Besides serv- 
ing as owner, manager and whatever 
else, he is Marty's personal tuner and 
mechanic. This is the second season 
Marty has ridden for LOP, and it must 
be a strange feeling having the boss 
working for you. 

"When Laurens first built my bike 
for the Nationals, we took it out into 
this field by the shop and kept doing 
burnouts with it. We couldn't believe 
how fast it was. The rear wheel would 
almost never hook up. Just dig big 
trenches. Third and fourth gear starts 
were no problem. 

"But then, the first week we took it 
to the Nationals at Mt. Morris the bike 
proved to be just too much. I couldn't 
control it in the corners it was so 
radical, and on the straights I wore 
myself out just trying to hold on to it.” 

The following week was spent in 

sting different cylinders with milder 
porting modifications until one with 
the right tuning was found. From that 
point on, Marty could be found up at 
the front of the pack dicing it out with 
the factory riders every weekend. The 
Nationals leading up to Carlsbad saw 
Marty finishing eighth in Michigan, 
fourth in Georgia and sixth in 
Colorado, It was the confidence of 
racing on his own home turf at Carls- 
bad, though, near his home in San 
Diego that allowed him to snare both 
moto starts at the Grand Prix and 
carry the lead all the way to the finish 
line. 


Laurens remains silent about the 
modifications he has made to Marty’s 
engine, other than to admit the 
cylinder has been ported. The increase 
in displacement from 465cc to 493cc is 
a major machine shop operation re- 
quiring new crank  flywheels, 
relocation of the crank pin further out 
from the crankshaft center line, and a 
new shorter rod. To help keep the 
power manageable even with the milder 
cylinder porting Laurens runs 2.85 
drive gearing, the tallest possible, and 
fourth gear starts are still possible. 
The increased torque loading is hard 
on the stock Yamaha gearbox causing 
the gears to twist and distort on their 
shafts. Nearly every race requires the 
transmission to be rebuilt with new 
gears for the following weekend. 


Riding the 493cc bike proved to be 
surprisingly easy. I rode it on the 


Atlanta International Raceway moto- 
cross track right after the National 
and the entire bike and engine felt as 
tight and fresh as if it were brand-new, » «|» +

not like it had two hours of practice 
and racing on it. Third and fourth are 
the working gears, and you almost 
never hit anything as low as second. 
The engine is so smooth, and the 
powerband so wide, pulling down to 
2,000 rpm in the corners and throt- 
tling my way out without the clutch I 
found I could almost use third gear all 
around the track except for two of 
the longer straights where I got to click 
into fourth gear for a few seconds. ` 

Fast? Yes. But the powerband is so 
deceptively smooth and wide, pulling 
between 2,000 up to over 7,000 rpm 
that there are no radical power surges 
to scare the rider. The rear 4.50 
Metzeler tire does a pretty good job of 
hooking up despite its seemingly mini- 
mal size for the task it is presented, 
and bringing up the front without 
breaking the rear wheel loose is an easy 
thing to do. The only time you have to 
really be careful with the power is on 
jumps where the usual quick throttle 
blip to bring the front end of the bike 
up is more than enough to flip the bike 
over backwards. Just remember never 
to use more than one quarter throttle 
anywhere on the track...any more 
and you better be parked in the pits 
with the engine turned off and the 
transmission in neutral...or else you're 
bound to get in trouble. 

The engine isn't the 493's only 
strong point. To go fast with any kind 
of control requires excellent suspension 
and the 493 has it. The front forks are 
38mm air/spring Simons with magne- 





sium sliders, reworked damping and 
300mm of travel. Marty likes a 
mixture of different weight Yamaha 
fork oil to attain 74% weight which 
works best for him. The complete fork 
assembly has been reduced in weight, 
and rigidity has been increased through 
the machining of a special aluminum 
steering stem to replace the stock steel 
stem. Lighter triple clamps with 
double pinch bolts complete the modi- 
fications. 

The rear suspension has received 
just as much attention. The swingarm 
is stock Yamaha, but the Monocross 
shock unit has been reworked with 
White Brothers valving and special 
three-weight oil. The shock is lightened 
internally with aluminum bushings 
and valves, while outside the steel 
pivot mount bolts are exchanged for 
titanium. The sbock's remote frame- 
mounted deCarbon reservoir unit is 
actually the body of last year's F model 
shock which has been machined down 
to a smaller size, but offers much more 
air/oil capacity than this years G 
model reservoir to prevent 
overheating. Laurens says that LOP is 
in. the process of manufacturing a 
similar reservoir assembly for sale as a 
bolt-on. kit. The stock shock body has 
had additional snap ring grooves 
machined into it so a longer two-stage 
spring assembly can be used, 
consisting of the stock YZ spring and 
an extra firm IT spring. With shock 
modifications, the rear wheel travel is 
increased to 310mm. 





On the track, the suspension proved 
to be very soft just like many of the 
better prepared factory bikes. Sitting 
on the bike finds it sagging some 4-5 
inches into its travel. On medium-size 
bumps and even in large whoops the 
bike can bottom out severely, while 
damping rebound is so light the bike 
literally bounces back up into the air 
after landing. 

The reason for such soft spring rates 
and light rebound damping is that the 
suspension will respond quicker in 
rough, high speed sections of a track. 
Soft spring rates prevent the bike from 
kicking and bucking, while quick 
return damping allows the suspension 
to recover in time to absorb the next 
bump. Having the bike settled so low 
in its suspension also has an obvious 
advantage in corners, making the bike 
lower and easier to control. What has 
been done is that the suspension is 
tuned for the majority of track condi- 
tions to make the bike easier to ride 
with less fatigue, causing some sacri- 
fice in handling performance for big- 
ger bumps and jumps. A much better 
compromise than trying to tune the 
suspension to cope with every track 
condition, causing an even larger 
sacrifice in overall handling perfor- 
mance and an increase in rider 
fatigue. 

In addition to the weight saving 
measures already pointed out, all the 
titanium and aluminum used in the 
suspension, there are even more light- 


. weight goodies int he rest of the bike, 





Nearly every bolt and nut in the frame 
and engine is made of titanium. 
Wheel hubs are special sand cast mag- 
nesium OW units from the Yamaha 
race team, laced up to stock spokes 
and D.I.D. rims. Renthal aluminum 
handlebars and even a works Suzuki 
RN aluminum kickstarter lever have 
found their way onto Marty's 493. 

It is a fact that Laurens has always 
prided. himself in trying to build the 
lightest. ^ production-based ^ bikes 
possible. With the 493 though, 
Laurens has gone beyond that to the 
point of building the lightest Open 
class bike in this year's Nationals, a 
bike that is even lighter than the tradi- 
tional'light factory Yamaha OWs and 
Suzuki RNs. How light is light? Even 
lighter than most factory 250cc works 
bikes. The 493 weighs only 206 
pounds, well under the weight of the 
stock Yamaha YZ465G which is 230 
pounds. For the Carlsbad Grand Prix, 
Laurens had to replace most of his 
lightweight parts to get the bike back 
up to the FIM's new minimum weight 
for the 500cc class at 224 pounds. 

The LOP 493cc Yamaha is in every 
way...engine performance, handling, 
light weight...as good or better than a 
factory works bike. And with Laurens 
Offner turning the wrenches, it has 
also proven to be one of the most re- 
liable bikes on the National circuit. 
All that was needed to prove its worth 
was for Marty Moates to win the 
United States Grand Prix at Carlsbad 
with it. : . *

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(Okay, music please: dum-dum dum-dum dum-dum) With the running of the 
ninth edition of the Superbowl of Motocross at the Los Angeles Memorial 
Coliseum on July 12-13, it can be said with a fair degree of certainty that Mike 
Goodwin (the event’s founder, promoter, producer — you take your pick) has 
assured himself a place in motorcycle racing in particular, motor sports in 
general, but not in the least that nebulous and glowing neon sign that spells out 
“Show Biz.” 

It is in the areas of motor sports, show biz and corporate thinking that Mike 
Goodwin has been trying to cover for almost a decade. With all of these elements 
wrapped up into one event which is called the Superbowl of Motocross, he has 
been able to do it successfully — even though Goodwin admits that for himself 
it’s a financial loser. Well, not really, but you know what I mean, right? 

It is hard to believe that something which has been running as long and as 
successfully as the Superbowl only puts a few dollars into the pocket of its 
promoter, but no matter to Goodwin, since most of his eggs are in real estate, his 
real money maker, which helps him support his Supercross habit much like the 
kind of job that us mortals have which is barely enough to finance a trip out to 
the movies. It is the power of his holdings in real estate, not to mention 
antiques, oil wells, and God-knows-what-else that has since put Mike and wife 
Diane into a cozy Laguna Beach hillside home, fast cars, gold toilet fixtures, 
several motorcycles, exotic trips around the world that you can only dream of. 
Oh yes. Don’t forget the Supercross. 


Goodwin admits that while his Superbowl may not be providing him with the 
kind of payoff equal to his other interests, he is banking heavily on the potential 
that Supercross racing will hold for the future. Suffice it to say, Mike Goodwin 
believes that with proper care, future Supercross will cast a long shadow over 
just about every other major sport in the United States. And with what Mike has 
got ticking in his head, the rest of the world isn’t too far behind. 


Such words are a far cry from the Mike Goodwin of 10 years ago. Basically, 
Mike was-a small, yet fairly successful rock promoter, having staged, among 
other acts, Janis Joplin’s last tour. He went on to promote a number of motocross 
races, only to lose his shirt over them. It was during a vacation from his miseries 
that Goodwin says that he had heard where a promoter had staged a motorcycle

race in New York City’s Madison Square Garden, packing the place. From that 
inspiration came the notion: “Well what if..." And the idea of using the 
Coliseum in Los Angeles was hit upon. After being laughed at by several already- 
established promoters, Goodwin scraped up the last of his own money and threw 
himself on the mercy of the Coliseum's management to give his cock-eyed idea of 
motorcycle racing a chance. The race was held, a few thousand people filled the 
mostly vacant 100,000 seat capacity facility. The riders hated the weird man- 
made track, but the fans loved it. The rest, as they say, is... 

It probably wouldn't be too unfair to compare Michael Goodwin to a flam- 
boyant promoter of another era, P. T. Barnum. Both men range over six feet 
tall, both come from obscure backgrounds, both have overcome the trials and 
tribulations of doubters and detractors to become the very best at what they do. 
In his own way, Goodwin's Superbowl Supercross has evolved from a mere 
carnival freak show on the National Championship circuit a few years ago, to a 
full circus — its own main event — complete with prizes, glory, acts of derring- 
do and money for the top riders. By the same token, Barnum turned a post-libel 
case parade into what is still “the greatest show on earth." It may not be unfair 
to say that the Superbowl may reach those proportions, too, someday. 

But beneath the fur coats, fancy cars and wild ideas that have shocked and 
even nauseated traditional motocrossers, Mike Goodwin has as much business 
sense as anyone this side of a corporate board room. For what he doesn't wear in 
terms of three-piece suits around his home/office, Goodwin makes up in a 
barrage of demographic figures, explanations, percentages, marketing terms, 
computer lingo, motivational testimony, and on and on, which gives credence to 
his success where others have either foundered or failed. It is because of all this 
“sizzle” that has made Mike Goodwin and his Superbowl of Motocross an attrac- 
tive enough “steak” for what he claims is a growing interest that is being dis- 
played by a number of top sponsors across the country. And it is on that that 
Mike hopes to vault Supercross into the “big time.” 

Ah, yes, but there is still that aura of show biz, the smell of hay and grease 
paint that Goodwin has introduced into the motocross racer's paddock. 

If P. T. Barnum were still alive, he would no doubt say: “God bless you, son, 
foree good job that I could probably do myself. Keep up the good work. Yours, 
P.T.” 





Its almost been five years since my Schlitz Supercross Series, kind of like 


money, sanction money and the the big difference and take us into 24, 


article on you appeared in Cycle 
News, and I want to know what's 
happened since then. You've lost 
weight; that's a start. 

Except for having lost about 45 
pounds, there is, in my mind, not a 
tremendous lot of things (that have 
changed). There have been some evolu- 
tionary processes; we're only up to five 
motocross (Supercross) races now. It 
hasn't grown as fast as I would have 
like it to — the individual races have 
grown, but the series hasn't grown as 
fast as I would've liked to have seen it, 
for a variety of reasons: Lack of con- 
tinuity of sponsors, promoters — we're 
not the easiest guys to work together, 
you know. Luckily, it's been a very 
healthy period until this year for Super- 
cross. The riders' purses have gained 
tremendously, like, for example, the 
Superbowl purse this year is twice what 
it was last year. 

What is it this year? 

$61,000. Beyond that, the sponsors 
have increased tremendously. We had 
Toyota on for a point fund; they 
stopped. Right now, probably one of 
the most exciting things on the horizon 
for Supercross is both Coca-Cola and 
Schlitz beer. Coca-Cola has been in- 
volved with the Superbowl for five or 
six years now; they want to do the 
series so that each event will be a Coca- 
Cola-sponsored event. Schlitz is inter- 


Toyota did, but in a much bigger way. 
Between these two sponsors, you're 
looking at a million-and-a-half bucks 
— per year! 

So, one of the reasons you'll be 
seeing me making phone calls and 
being concerned today is to maximize 
attendance at the (L.A. Memorial) 
Coliseum, because top-level represen- 
tatives of Coca-Cola and Schlitz are 
coming out for that event, and that's 
what they're going to make their deci- 
sion on. 

So, after nine years, this is still the 
showcase of Supercross? 
Unequivocably; still the one. 

You say that Supercross has followed 
along evolutionary more than revolu- 
tionary lines, yet people tend to 
think quite the opposite, that Super- 
cross has displaced outdoor motocross, 


that, in fact, it may ultimately lead . 


to the death of outdoor motocross as 
we know it in this country. 

Well, I couldn't be more to disagree. 
Right now, this year is a bad ergo- 
metric model, so to speak, to look at. 
But I feel that a lot of people who 
come out to look at motocross at the 
Coliseum wouldn't come to an outdoor 
motocross the first time. But after they 
see it, they'll go back out. 

Is that reflected in figures? 

No, it's not. But the problem we have 
is it seems like the darn outdoor pro- 
moters can't make a buck. Prize 


expense of running a track, has gone 
so high for an outdoor guy (that) he 
cuts back on the one thing he can't cut 
back on, which is advertising, which 
reflects on how many people you can 
draw. 

We spend a percentage of our gross 
income every year on surveys and 
market research; we know that there's 
a much stronger draw. For example, 
the question is asked, "Now that you've 
seen a motocross in a stadium, are you 
more or less inclined to see an outdoor 
event?" of the people who have never 
gone to one. (The response is) unbe- 
tevably higher, the number of people 
who want to go! The smartest thing is 
that someone should tie in with me 
and a couple of weeks later promote a 
big outdoor event to play off of our 
success. Again, there are very few 
people in the country who are full- 
time promoters. Just like myself: I 
couldn't exist on the promotion 
business; my real estate is far and away 
our biggest deal. It's (Supercross) an 
exciting project for me. 

We need recognition. That will 
come from national television contin- 
uity and a continuity of national 
sponsors. Rather than have Budweiser 
here, Schlitz here, Miller beer and 
Coors here — Schlitz does the whole 
series; Coke does the whole series. 
Those people have clout with nation- 


-wide television: ‘That's going: to make 


36 or 48 markets a year and really 
make the quantum leap into the big 
time. 

But again, I'm probably closer to a 
full-time motorcycle racing promoter 
than anyone else in the country. Pace, 
for example, the majority of their busi- 
ness is in rock concerts and what they 
call "flat shows". — boat shows and 
things like that. We've cut out all of 
our rock 'n' roll promotion. now; the 
only thing we promote are events and 
sponsorships leading to those (events). 
For example, we've been fortunate to 
become fairly well respected in the 
securing of sponsorships for events — 
You act as agent? 

We act as an agent, so to speak, for 
Pace Management and the Ricky 
Leopold event at the Superdome, 
which has brought more continuity. 
And that's how we're trying to bring 
the Coca-Cola and Schlitz people on 
board, because that will make the big 
leap to the big time for everyone. 
Outdoor motocross included? 

Oh, yeah! In fact, both of them (Coke 
and Schlitz) want to go all the way, 
from bicycle motocross right through 
Supercross. Now it's an evolutionary 
period; it's going to take a while to do. 

One of the unfortunate setbacks this 
year has been the tremendous weather 
factor. Pace had a bad event in Oak- 
land, I had snow in Atlanta, rain in 
Kansas.City for the first time in 32 





days — although we weren't unhappy 
about it. We had 26,401 people, 
which for a first-time event was quite 
good. The economy obviously has 
eroded us a little. 

We are projecting 100,000 people 

for the Coliseum — 
You mean full capacity attendance? 
What you may not be completely aware 
of (is) last year we drew 74,085 turn- 
stile fans. The capacity of the Coliseum, 
with those big jumps at both ends — 
this year they're even bigger. At the 
east-end peristyle, the downhill has al- 
ways been 12-14 feet wide. We've 
taken the seats out (and) now we have 
a 20 foot wide downhill, because what 
we're doing is reversing the track. 
Saturday night we run it the way it's 
always been run. Sunday we reverse it 
and they'll be jumping back down the 
side they usually go up. So, to widen 
that, we took out even more seats. 

The Coliseum this year would've 
held only 82,000 people. At our growth 
curve, if it stayed the same, we would've 
sold out. By the same token, some of 
our surveys showed that there are just 
some people who can't go out Saturday 
night (because of) work or whatever 
else. So we expanded it to a second day 
of pro racing on 2 o'clock, Sunday. It 
does several things: It gives the real 
hard-core people a chance to go both 
days. Right now, 10 percent of our 
tickets are selling for both days. Inter- 
esting, also, 27 percent of our total 
crowd is going on Sunday. Looks like a 
very good spread of the crowd. We 
feel as we get closer, because our tele- 
vision campaign hasn't even broken — 
it'll break this Saturday — we're going 
to end up with 100,000 fans over the 
two days; we think about 60,000 Satur- 
day, 40,000 on Sunday. That way it 
leaves us room to grow for the future. 

The thing that's important is that 
it's two separate days of pro racing. It's 
not qualifiers, it's just like (what) Pace 
has been doing for several years. 
There's a winner Saturday night and 
prize money; there's a winner Sunday. 
Eight different heats each day. It's 
mirror-image racing both days so 
people have more of a choice to go. 
And the response has been really excep- 
tional to it. In fact, my initial projec- 
tion on it was that we'd have only a six 
to eight percent cross-over going both 
days, and we're running 10 percent 
now before television commercials even 
started. 

Obviously what that does is the 
more people at the event, the more 
sponsorship dollars, the faster you 
grow. It feeds on itself. The more rid- 
ers make, the more coverage the 
manufacturers get, the more motor- 
cycles they sell, the more money they 
can invest in R&D for their racing 
teams. 

Supercross has taken us a long way 
to go and all it's going to take is 
continuity of television. For example, I 
really have to take my hat off to U.S. 
Suzuki this year. They filmed three or 
four of the National Supercross events, 
including that one at the L.A. 
Coliseum, and syndicated it with great 
success: 70 percent penetration, good 
Nielson numbers. They use a firm by 
the name of Eiseman, Johns and Laws 
in L.A., do a knock-out job and they're 
really making a bzg contribution to the 
sport. 

I had a conversation with the people 
from Pace about a month ago. We 
looked at the various sponsors we had 
involved: the Coca-Colas, Honda, 
Schlitzes — without those people 
involved, there would not be Super- 
cross right now. If all the sponsorship 
income was taken out of the Super- 
bowl, we would lose $100,000 at our 
projected gross. So (the sport depends 
on) people like Honda, who've been 
with Supercross from 1973. Before, 
when people still laughed at me and 
said, '"This'll never go, Honda looked’ 
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Your dream vacation begins at your local 
Kawasaki dealership. We're authorized to discount 
the KZ1000 Shaft up to $200 below regular price. 
And, to add to your bargain tour, we're offering $25 
factory coupons good towards the bike itself, or any 
Kawasaki accessory.

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at it and said, “Hey, we think that 
maybe that's a good idea." They've 
been pumping in a lot of money 
through their team, but into their 
events — 

Through sponsorship, product tie- 
ins and promotions — 

Right. See, all the manufacturers bene- 
fit from that, but Honda's really been 
underwriting Supercross for seven 
years to the point that it's at. Frankly, 
these are the guys who don't like a lot 
of the credit, anyway; they want to see 
it happen. But you've really got to take 
your hat off to the people like that who 
support it. Sure, I put the thinking 
into it and a lot of hard work, but with- 
out these people's financial input, we 
couldn't do it. The motorcycle industry 
wouldn't be where it is right now with- 
out Supercross. So, what I'm saying 
there is their continued interest and 
involvement is very, very important 
and they've made a commitment they're 
uis d with. 

But there are people out there who 
think so little of Supercross that they 
would go to great lengths with you to 
dispute with you on that fact. 

They might, but unfortunately for 
them and fortunately for me, I've 
spent a lot of money on research. 

I'll give you some figures here that I 
can quote almost from the top of my 
head. (Goodwin brings out a big book 
of computer read-outs, referring to it 
as he talks) 91.8 percent of the people 
that attend our events are so satisfied 
with them, they positively intend to at- 
tend the next year. Of the people over 
35 years old, 83 percent of t attend 
because their kids have gone and they 
want them to go, and then they join 
that 91 percent-plus group that wants 
to attend. 51 percent of the people 
that attend the events are either cur- 
rent or past street bike riders, in addi- 
tion to the fact that 84 percent of them 
own dirt bikes. 

That kind of stuff makes sense for 

le. When you got that kind of satis- 
faction ratio, who can dispute it? Again, 
with our survey showing that more 
people want to attend outdoor moto- 
cross after they've gone to a Super- 
cross than prior to it, then it means 
that there's a void there that a 
romoter needs to fill. So we're not 
urting outdoor motocross in the least 
— we complement it. 

For example, for the last Grand Prix 
(recently held at Carlsbad Raceway), 
as you may be aware, there was some 
misleading advertising on the air that 
may have had people think — I don't 
think that it was intentionally done, 
but some people were confused — into 
thinking that the international moto- 
cross riders were at the Coliseum for 
the Off-Road Grand Prix (Mickey 
Thompson's race, which is primarily a 
four-wheel event) instead of at Carls- 
bad. We worked with Carlsbad to 
make sure that the message got across, 
that the international riders would be 
there, and they subsequently drew a 
very good crowd and were quite happy 
with it. 

So, I think as the production as 
opposed to the promotion business 
matures, you'll see far more coopera- 
tion between individual producers. 
Like you had a look of surprise on your 
face when I mentioned that I arranged 
sponsorship for Pace. I want them to 
succeed just as much as myself, 
because it builds continuity for the 
(Supercross) series. 

When we're in the top 24 markets in 
the country, that's when Supercross 
will really be big time. Right now, 
Supercross has the highest average at- 
tendance of any sport in the country, 
except NFL football. The problem is 
we're only in 12 different facilities. We 
need to be at a minimum of 24 before 
people start taking notice. 

Why hasn't the media at la la 
up Supercross as much as EN 


Thats 50 years away. NFL football 


plays 11 weekends a year, blank 
amount of teams in the country. NFL 
football probably has a minum of 100 
to 120 events a year — we have 17! 
That right there is the bottom line. 


But let me rephrase your question: I 
don't think the national television and 
national — what we call "straight" — 
magazines have recognized it, because 
the promoters have not done a good 
job. We need to each put in blank 
amount of money and fund a national 
PR person to represent us in the AMA, 
to go out and bang on these doors. 
Because of my other ventures...] don't 
get back to New York as often as I'd 
like to. We had offers from networks, 
but the way they portray the sport, I 
didn't think was in its best interest. 


How do the networks portray Super- 
Cross? 

Let me give you the bottom line situa- 
tion. When we have a network do it, 
we have no creative control. That's not 
all bad, but it's just that we feel we 
know our sport a little better than 
anyone else does, and we'd like to 
portray it in the correct light. But 
more importantly than that, for 
example, somebody like Ken Squiers 
for CBS, who does a super job, his 
product gets edited all to hell. When it 
goes back there, he couldn't tell me 
what's going to be on the air, and it 
came out to be a 13 minute segment. 
Number two, you don't know when it's 
going to be on the air. Number three, 
you may be put on with something like 
kick-boxing, which we were. How are 
you going to show any prestige to your 
sponsors when you can't call Coca- 
Cola and say: “These are the markets 
you're going to run in the last week of 
April?” That's what Eiseman, Johns 
and Laws and Suzuki did for us last 
year. We took the chance and filmed 
the event, they came in and negotiated 
with us and purchased the product, 
did the syndication, did the promotion 
on it, got great numbers, a half-hour, 
magnificent shows that got rave 
reviews. We knew when it was going to 
be on the air, the sponsors got 
adequate plugs, because the networks 
cut the sponsors out. too. 


The thing I'll say until the day I die, 
is that I'm not working for me; I'm 
working for those 100,000 people who 
are fans, first — and for those 
sponsors, second. The riders and the 
AMA have to remember that, too, 
which I think they have both made a 
tremendous evolution in the last five or 
six years — and there's just tons of 
cooperation back and forth between 
the two parties. There's people saying, 
"We don't get enough prize money; I 
think I'm paying too much." That's 
something you're going to have, 
anyway. But the tremendous 
cooperation towards making our sport 
big time is going to make it possible for 
us. 
Like I mentioned to you earlier, the 
four-color brochure that we're going 
to mail out to a large number of 
people? Well a large number of 
people means the top 500 corporations 
in the country and the top 10 heavy- 
hitters in every one of those to start 
with. "Here's Supercross! Here's the 
schedule! Be our guest! Come see it!" 
We're flying people out for the L.A. 
Coliseum event, July 12 and 13. That's 
the reason it's very important to us — 
not only us, but for the future of the 
sport — that we have 100,000 people, 
so we can say: "Look what this does!" 

Up until this year, the Superbowl 
was larger than the Long Beach (For- 
mula One auto racing) Grand Prix. 
The Long Beach Grand Prix outdrew 
us this year; we want to regain that 
title. The Superbowl, until this year, 
was the fourth largest motor race in 
the country, behind Indianapolis, the 


Grand Prix (the U.S.A's other Formula 
One auto race besides Long Beach). 
Now the Long Beach Grand Prix is 
larger than us — I don't think it will be 
after July 12 and 13. It's not only im- 
portant to us, but it's important to the 
entire motorcycle industry, because if 
Coca-Cola and Schlitz come on board, 
that will right there leap-frog us into 
television, national continuity, national 
artwork — the same artwork at every 
event! The things people need for con- 
tinuity! They (the general public) 
know what the NFL is; they need to 
know what the AMA is, okay? And 
they don't! I want to portray that. 
Then given all that, Supercross will 
be, five years down the road, up 
there with all the “straight” sports, 
right? Is that something you envision? 
Well, I think that you can read a couple 
of things in there. I think that we will 
be, far and away, as big as "straight" 
sports. For example, I have some studies 
here, and we will, within three years, 
outdraw all motor racing in the country. 
The Supercross Series will be bigger 
than USAC, NASCAR - everythzng else 
— within three years! 

Is this by virtue of the energy crisis, 
the economy, things like that? 

Thats very astute of you to notice 
that, because the stadiums are all in 
major metropolitan areas, so they're 
easier to get to than a race track way 
out there. Number two, there's going 
to be more attention focused on 
motorcycles. 

Because of their economics? 

Right. But, frankly, as important as 
those things, I believe it's the continuity 
that we're going to see within the next 
year of advertising, the kind of money 
we'll spend. For example, the L.A. 
Coliseum, last year, we spent $504,000 
on publicity. Now, we've done some 
research and have not been able to 
find any event in the country who has 
spent that kind of money on a one-day 
publicity effort. That's got to place a 
lot of emphasis on motorcycles. 

There's a computer term called “un- 
duplicated reaching frequency" and 
our radio and television buy last year 
reached 98.4 percent of the 18-34 
(year old) males, which is our primary 
target audience, plus teens, an average 
22.3 times! That's just our broadcast- 
ing! In addition to that, we mail out a 
quarter-million mailers; this year 
we're mailing out 380,000 to motor- 
cycle owners. We inundate the place 
with saturation media for motorcycle 
racing. That's the reason we've been 
successful. 

So it takes an environment that you 
can capitalize on. The stadium's in a 
downtown area, attention on motor- 
Cycles, tremendous amount of advertis- 
ing. And as important as any of them, 
is the good show that the guys put on. 
That's what we're selling, isn't it? A 
show! We've got to lay them a good 
stage. If I don't build a good race 
track, then they can't have a good 
race. So I'm part of it as well. But the 
ultimate thing of it has to be that we 
want a close race going over the finish 
line. Like last ygar at the Superbowl, 
when Mike Bell passed Mark Barnett 
at the finish line — zn the air! I mean, 
that's the kind of things that brings 
everybody back! I've still got to spend 
the money to remind them, but there's 
what I call a “product mix." Four very 
distinct things that without one of 
those our job would be increasingly 
difficult. : 
You were talking about “selling the 
show," and when I've talked with 
riders about Supercross, some feel 
that promoters think more about the 
"show" first and riders last. They 
generally feel that there is very little 
consideration given as to what they 
may think of a track and/or their 
safety. 

That amazes me — nol It doesn't 


Daytona 500 and the Watkins Glen |” 'amaze' re, because maybe that comes 


from a variety of riders. Can you 
imagine if we ask 80 different riders 
their opinion? We'd never have a 
track! In fact, the AMA and us walked 
the track last year as a test with six 
different riders. One rider would say, 
"Jesus, that's terrible," and another 
would say, "Boy, that's bitchin'l" So 
what we've had to do is funnel our 
input to a small group of riders and 
team managers. My company always 
sends a track map to the team managers, 
before it's finalized, for their input. 


Safety is a very important considera- 
tion. Now, candidly, crashes where 
nobody gets hurt, they sell tickets, 
okay? And we show them in our tele- 
vision commercials, because I'm not 
here to change the public's mores, I'm 
merely here to capitalize on them. 
Then they come, maybe they come to 
see blood and guts? Well, they see 
something better than blood and guts; 
they see a great athletic contest, I 
mean a phenomenal racel 


Shouldn't the sport, then, be pro- 
moted on that level, as an athletic 
contest? 

I think we have to do whatever we have 
to do to get the people in — then they 
see it as an athletic contest. In other 
words, the ends, in my mind, justify 
the means. 

We do a thing called a "galvanic 
skin response test" at a place called the 
Preview House in Los Angeles, and 
you show people commercials to find 
out what gets them excited. I did a 
damn commercial that won an Orange 
County advertising award, about the 
"young gladiator" — I thought it was 

ificent! Didn't get anybody aroused! 
They like those crashes and that kind 
of thing. 

What's important is when they get 
there they see an athletic contest and 
that each year we have evolved from a 
product mix of “Come see the blah, 
blah, blah, blah!!!” to “The most im- 
portant athletic contest of the decade,” 
which is creeping more and more into 
our advertising, because it zs that. I 
mean, the people aren't going to care 
that a metobolic study in England 
showed that motocross is only second 
to soccer. That sounds good to us, but 
it sounds dry to them, doesn't it? They 
want to see somebody go through the 
champagne glory and gold of a half- 
million dollar championship. All we 
can do is try to measure the public's 
wants and needs, try to mold our ad- 
vertising campaign to those within the 
realm of legitimacy as close as we can, 
and hope it draws people. We've been 
very successful at that. However, we're 
not as successful as I'd like to be. 


How successful do you want to be? 
I'd like to have 24 sell-out events in the 
country for Supercross. I don't care if I 
own 'em all! I want to see Supercross 
do that. Let me give you an example: 

We keep hearing figures that there's 
three-quarters of a million dirt bikes in 
southern California. Well, I drew 
75,000 people last year; 84 percent of 
them are dirt bike owners. That means 
that about eight percent of the dirt 
bike riders in southern California came 
to the Superbowl. Well, I'm doing a 
hell of a lot better than anybody, in- 
cluding any of the magazines on sub- 
scriptions! Nobody has 65,000 southern 
California subscriptions! 

When I'm missing 92 percent of the 
audience, I don't think that I'm doing 
a great job. That's why I work this 
much on the business, because there's 
got to be a key that I've missed and I've 
spent so much money on research. We 
do focus groups on our commercials, 
tons of things like that. We have, for 
example, a scatter diagram that shows 
which tickets sell first and who they sell 
to and we question them why they buy 
them, did they like them. We test our 
mail order: we make a promise to 
people that they get their mail order 





back in 10 days. The worst thing that 
could happen is that you get a 
disgruntled customer. 


This year at the Coliseum our cost 
for the race track went from $140,000 
to just under $200,000, just because 
we decided we needed a new track for 
the first time in nine years. The start- 
ing line always used to be near the 
tunnel; we have flipped the whole 
thing over. The starting line is up on 
the north side, near the peristyle, 
which does a couple of things. Last 
year there was a 22 minute delay be- 
tween motos; there was some beer 
throwing. But there's a lot of families 
that go to our event — you know that 
46 percent of our attendees come with 
at least one family member? — some 
families may not have enjoyed that. 
And the people who threw the beer did 
it because they didn't want the delay. 
So we flipped the course and built a 
ramp from the pits down to the start- 
ing line, so we can have the riders on 
the starting line when the last guy goes 
off the track. We'll cut our staging 
time from five minutes to two minutes. 
If I'm willing to spend between $50,000 
and $80,000 to change something like 
that, it's discouraging to me to hear 
that the riders don't like it. I know it's 
not a universal opinion, because I've 
talked to a number of the key riders. 
Bob Hannah says that our track looks 
like the toughest and fastest one he's 
ever seen. Thats good, because 
look how close the racing was (last 
year)? We had four lead changes in the 
last four laps — my God! That's the 
kind of thing we need! That's what we 
have to have to bring these fans back. I 
mean, for the high ticket prices we 
have to charge, you've got to give 'em a 
good show. When somebody buys a 
$15 ticket from me, I want them to 
leave with $25 worth of entertainment. 

This year I've doubled my budget 
for fireworks. When people come, 
there's going to be a magnificent fire- 
works display! Let me go through the 
track, first; I get excited about this: 

We moved the track over to this 
end, we build everything so it can be 
easily reversed so we can run the track 
backwards Saturday and Sunday, so 
the people who go both days will have 
something different offered to them. 
The track is widened beyond 20 feet, 
the straightaways are 32 feet now for 
passing. The Tornado, you know how 
successful that was last year?It is really 
something to make you feel good to 
build a track the first time and have it 
work right. In an outdoor event you 
get to test it; every week you evolve and 
something changes. Well, I better 
have it right the first night, or I'm 
screwed. 'To see all the passing that 
went into the Tornado, I went 
"Whew!" Let me tell you something: 
That was originally bid at $8,500, to 
build the Tornado — came in last year 
at $30,000!! It would've been easy to 
cut corners not to do it, wouldn't it? 
I'm doing it! and it's up by 20 percent 
inflation! The thing is going to cost me 
135,000 to do this year! But it was such 
a great crowd pleaser that we want to 
do it, because our greatest advertise- 
ment for the satisfaction ratio like this 
is by word of mouth. People say: "Jesus! 
You gotta go to this thing!" Kids love it 
for their parents to take them. 
Motorcycling needs a comraderie, and 
I think the Superbowl can join these 
people together. 

Frankly, if I were in it for the 
money, I'd get out of Supercross. I 
have to admit that there are some 
egoes here to be stroked, because I like 
having developed the sport that I feel 
could be the number one motor racing 
sport in the country. In fact, I pledged 
this to myself that I'd quit when 1 was 
30. 

How old are you now? 
35 — and I'm not going to quit! I love 
it, I work a lot, I still get the exercise, I

But the thing is we 
put so much into this. 


For example, let me tell you a couple 
of things we're going to do this year. I 
sat down at Anaheim (last year) — I 
had just fallen off my road racer at 
Willow Springs at about 100 mph — 
and I had to have six shots of cortisone 
and pain killer in my spine just to go to 
the event... I was like a zombie... And 
this was the first time I had a chance to 
watch the event, because I'm usually 
in the control booth going crazy... And 
I said, "This is exciting, but why am I 
excited?" Then I noticed too many 
colors on the field; the jackets of the 
field workers and the banners would 
blend with the riders and your eye was 
distracted. 


So I designed a program which will 
be partially implemented at the L.A. 
Coliseum — not completely — but it 
will make a vast change. What's amaz- 
ing is if we didn't have this interview, 
nobody would know why they enjoyed it 
more, but they will enjoy it 20 to 30 
percent more. We'll have a pair of 
high-level spotlights — carbon arcs — 
that will follow the leader. That way, 
you'll always be able to pick out the 
leader, so you can always know where 
he is. There is a corner sign with a 
number on each corner, so we can say 
"we're going through Corner Three, 
Corner Four; the leader is now going 
through here." We've said "now he's 
going through 'Insanity Ridge'" in the 
past, but a guy can't remember where 
"Insanity Ridge" is. But when the start 
goes, each one of the corner boxes will 
be filled with balloons. When we go 
through Turn One, we'll release the 
balloons. All through the 19 turns 
we'll release balloons, so people can 
identify those, right? Now the thing we 
probably won't have for the Coliseum 
event, but we'll have for future events 
— everyone on the field will be in a 
green coverall to blend in with the 
grass. 

Like the groundskeepers in a baseball 
game, or something like that? 

Right. The other thing we'll do, where 
they don't have grass in the infield is 
we'll spray the brown dirt green, so it 
gives you a contrast between the green 
and the brown, restricting the ground- 
field workers to the 10 feet between the 
track and the green area, so you have a 
corridor that goes around. When we 
do the whole change, the show will be 
50 percent better!! 7 mean it'll blow 
you away! Those are the kind of things 
that excite me about doing a better job 
in supercross. 


Think about it...I’m supposed to 
build a stage for the riders, they're the 
performers...and if we all want spec- 
tator dollars, we better realize that 
we're all performers, including myself. 

I'm going to be a good stage man- 
ager. We reduce the number of people 
on the field, and believe me a lot of 
people get hot at me for being tight 
with field passes. We gotta be, because 
all those 100,000 people, they depend 
on me being tight, because I don't 
want to distract Mr. and Mrs. Brown 
and their kids' eyes; I want them to 
watch that race, to enjoy it. 


The other thing: We've got great 
cooperation from U.S. Suzuki, and I 
hope we can get it from other manu- 
facturers, to put a giant number plate 
on the front of their bikes. Honda's 
been working on it, see? Nobody's ever 
recognized that with outdoor moto- 
cross, you're right by the fence and you 
can see the guys' plates. So I went to 
them last year — and the AMA was 
very cooperative, also — and said that 
the average line of sight in a stadium 
race is 140 feet — we need a bigger 
number plate! 

How big will these plates be? 
Only 50 percent bigger; they won't be 
obtrusive: ` š 


DO———— 





You say that by doing all of this you 
are setting a stage. It seems that by 
doing that, you're either elevating or 
reducing the elements of Supercross 
to theatrics, with the spotlights, 
number plates, the balloons — all 
the exaggerations that go along with 
theatre. 

Why do you think the NFL has 
succeeded so well? It may not be so 
obvious, but you've heard of some of 
the behind the scenes things they do, 
like delaying the kick-off for television. 


I don't like the word "theatrics" as 
much as I choreograph things. We 
want an end result; we want those fans 
standing on their feet, cheering, the 
last 20 minutes of the race. Whatever I 
can contribute to the staging of the 
thing, yes, I will do it. 

But do you think, or have you received 
any input, that this takes away from 
the true element of racing? 


It enhances it! Not everyone is going to 
agree with me; I can do only what I 
think is right after consulting with 
people whose opinions I respect...I 
want to see this country get to the 
plateau that it can achieve with Super- 
cross first. 

And use that as a stepping-off point 
for the rest of the world? 

Yes. There will, someday, be a World 
Grand Prix of Supercross. 


That was one of your ambitions five 
years ago. but in spite of what success 
that may befall Supercross in the 
future, even what success it enjoys 
now, there is apparently this schizm 
between Supercross and outdoor 
racing. 

I think that can be bridged. 

How? 

Money. A motocross right now is not a 
financially feasible thing for a pro- 
fessional to promote in most cases. So, 
consequently, you're not going to get a 
company like mine, or Pace Manage- 
ment, to get into outdoor motocross. 
What we need to do is develop what I 
call the “bush leagues,” which is out- 
door (motocross). 

First of all, we've got to have BMX, 
amateur, pro, outdoor and Supercross. 
And I make no bones about it: I want 
Supercross to be the epitome, the end 
result. I think that we can even have 
two circuits of Supercross, someday 
down the road. Then you're going to 
see a dozen or two dozen riders make a 
quarter of a million dollars a year. 
Then, maybe, there's the next level of 
riders who ride both Supercross and 
outdoor for the National Champion- 
ship. Then there's another level of 
riders that's graded for only outdoors. 
Then your amateurs, and so on down 
the line. The way to do that is get a big 
sponsor, like Coca-Cola or Schlitz, 
who can benefit from owning that by 
having them subsidize outdoor racing, 
so they can own the entire program. 
How can you convince the outdoor 
promoter that you have this tre- 
mendous national sponsorship, then 
to have them sit down and talk so you 
can work something out? 

There's no problem doing that, but I 
don't want to waste their time. You 
know how many false alarms 
promoters have had in the last 10 years 
from everyone about all the big spon- 
sors that are coming out? “We've got 
so and so in the bag for you?” ] want to 
wait 'til I have something before I sit 
down with the guys. In other words, I 


` don't think it's fair to go to the oudoor 


guy and say, "Tell me what you'll do 
for me if I get you something." I want 
to get them something! 


Five years ago, even though you had , 


three or four Superbowls of Motocross 
under your belt, you were on the 
outside looking in. Now, a lot of 
people look at it the other way around, 
that you're on the inside, surrounded 
by Supercross, while everybody de 


*is now on the outside: 





I don't know how to comment on that, 
except to say that probably the motor- 
cycle industry is a very cliquish industry. 
When anybody's aggressive and brash 
and loud and pushy as me comes into a 
new industry, it takes a while for him 
to get accepted. You know promoters 
are a dime a dozen, and people need 
to know that thzs guy delivers. I have 
no doubt that they know I deliver. 


Im a very principled person. If 
somebody screws me, I sue 'em. People 
don't like that. But on the same token, 
I deliver. In fact, with a couple of my 
sponsor contracts, they didn't deliver, 
and I feel that they have as much an 
obligation to deliver as I do. There will 
always be these rumors flying around 
that "don't do business with Goodwin, 
he'll screw you." I'll screw anbody to 
the wall if they screwed me. But I take 
to a fault, unfortunately, "that it says 
that in the contract; we have to do 
that." 

So, you play fair, but you play hard. 
“Fair” is a bad word. What you inter- 
pret as "fair," and what I interpret as 
"fair" may be worlds apart. 

So you're talking about honesty? 

Yes. I play by an agreement. Frankly, 
I have mellowed in the last four or five 
years; I haven't sued anybody in quite 
some time. I feel that my time is more 
valuable now, creating new things 
than going back over somebody who 
took advantage of me. I just won't 
work with them again. Fortunately, 
the caliber of people that we're now 
dealing with — 

"They're up to your caliber? 

They're probably above my caliber! It 
gives me something to strive for. What 
it means is that you can't always shop 
price, you've got to shop quality. 

I read in a magazine article that 
implied that the basic relationship 
between Supercross riders and pro- 
moters is one of exploitation. Have 
you ever been accused of exploiting 
riders? 

Not until now. I can see where someone 
can take that observation, except that 
I have very little contact with the rid- 
ers. All of our negotiating is through 
AMA and they keep things like that 
from happening. They don't let you 
get away with paying too little of a 
purse. Somebody who might be exploit- 
ing them is if the rider has an agent. I 
can see where some kids could really 
get ripped off. But since I have so little 
dealing with riders, and certainly so 
little to do with the new riders, by the 
time a guy gets so he negotiates with 
me, he's been through the battle- 
grounds a little bit. 

Do you think that Supercross has 
been beneficial to motocross riders, 
in terms of experience and finance, 
and that the risks have not over- 
shadowed either? 

If you want to go check what a rider 
made in 1972 on the average versus 
what he makes now, their earnings 
have far, far outstripped the inflation- 
ary spiral. I mean the guys are making 
tons of money, and the reason they're 
making money is because the manu- 
facturer can make a lot of motorcycles 
from Supercross. It boils down to an 
event that attracts 50,000 will sell a lot 
more motorcycles than an event that 
attracts 5,000. 

Safety-wise, the worst injury we had 
at the L.A. Coliseum, which is sup- 
posedly the toughest one of all, is a 
broken ankle. We've had some really 
horrendous crashes, but a broken 
ankle! That was six or seven years ago. 
This is for pro riders. 

On the other hand, Supercross tracks 
have been less than forgiving to 
amateur riders. 

They have not been good to amateur 
riders. We don't run the amateur 
events oursevles; we lease the track out 
to one like CRC. But there was a 











- fortunate thing there was in our 
contract (a provision) that the promoter 
was not supposed to let them ride up 
and down the hill. I understood that 
the kid fell after coming off the 
peristyle. In Anaheim, one year, a kid 
was killed. What we've done now is we 
charge in our fee when we rent to the 
amateurs, to knock down the jumps 
and change the track before they go 
on. 

But when something like that 
happens, are there any fingers point- 
ed at you? There certainly must be. 
Yeah, we get accused. In fact, P m 
going into a deposition, I think, 
find out if I should be included in bc 
lawsuit (the paralysis case). 

What could you see to top what 
you're doing now? Will you forever 
be in Supercross? 

My goal lies in three stages: continuity 
of sponsorship, going into 24 stadiums 
nationwide — which will bring along 
with it national television. The next 
step after that is the world-wide Super- 
cross. That's what my long-term goals 
are. 

Frankly, as a side-view, I've thought 
about spending a lot more time with 
my real estate so I can finance these 
grands prix, world-wide, myself. 
You'll buy your own stadium, maybe? 
No, no. I don't think that you can run 
more than one event per stadium per 
year. They're too much of “a 
spectacular, theres too much 
charisma because of the one-time only 
deal. : 
Five years ago you were getting 
involved in a lot of research and de- 
velopment things, consulting with 
Steve McLaughlin, working with com- 
puters on frames, suspensions and 
things like that. Most interestingly, 
though, what ever happened to that 
portable motocross track that you 
were talking about? 

The portable motocross track has 
come a long way. 
Is it still in testing? 
It's come to the point where we've 
taken bids on it, but it's going to cost 
us almost $2,000,000 to build. Until 
we're into 24 stadiums, it won't adver- 
tse itself off, so that's one of my great- 
est reasons for getting into 24 stadiums. 
Is it still top secret? 
No, but the details about it are. It's 
basically a modular track that's 
transportated around in six semis, 
with a rubber surface that simulates 
the traction properties of dirt. You go 
to stadiums and put it together like an 
Erector Set. One of our greatest prob- 
lems right now is that most stadiums 
won't let us in during baseball season, 
because we ruin the grass. With this 
portable track, we can get it in in 72 
hours and get it out in 72 hours. It 
opens up broad vistas to us. 
But will it still be motocross? 
Totally! And it will be better moto- 
cross than you've ever seen. Every 
piece will have been computer designed. 
You notice how we build a berm in the 
dirt? It's right and sometimes it's not. 
We've done cross section studies and it 
will always be right, because it will al- 
be the same berm. 
When do we plan to see it? 
I've quit making predictions. 
Throughout this interview, your 
comments have been augmented with 
things like demographics, percent- 
ages, dollars spents, projections and 
tables of figures, even the amortiza- 
tion required of a portable motocross 
track. But, you put all these numbers 
together, and it makes you appear to 
be sterile. It makes you sound so far 
removed from motocross, that it's 
like you're selling soap instead. 
Let me concur with you: Perhaps the 
greatest evolution over the past five 
years is that I've come to realize that 
you prove something by trying to 
figure what the system is you need to 
comply with to prove it and 

















enhancing that system as opposed to 
_ fighting it. 

Originally, I thought that Supercross 
|is so great, it will just on its own grow. 
‘That's not the way it will happen. 
(Coca-Cola has got to see how much 


; product they can sell. Investors in the 


‚portable motocross track have got to 
i see their return. Only then, if that is 
! possible, can I let my emotional things 
¡some into play, my love for the sport, 
which you've seen, how much I want 
‘for it to grow. Without the financial 
‘impact of it, my emotional things 
, might as well lie dormant, right? I just 
. want to see us become bigger than life. 
‘To do that, we've got to look at the 
„sobering financial ramifications of it. 


You don't go to school to train to 
become a promoter. Luckily, I made a 
Jot of good decisions. I have received a 
Jot of good support from people. 

So you "re not really a heartless bastard; 
, you've got to take a look at the 
ledger sheet and make a quick decision 
| from that. 
I wish I were more of a heartless bastard; 
‘Supercross would've grown a lot faster. 
Do you believe, that in the long- 
term, outdoor motocross will still be 
with us? 
My. belief is Supercross cannot exist 
without outdoor motocross. 
-And visa-versa? 
No, I think outdoor motocross can 
jexist without Supercross, it just can't 
„flourish. It'll be just like it is now. 
The bottom line that is feared is that 
yif outdoor motocross dies, the sport 
;will collapse around it. 
iE think that if outdoor motocross goes 
.away, Supercross would not grow like 
jit needs to. Where would your riders 
,come from? They can't exist on 14 
jevents a year. We want to see every- 
tbody flourish! 
What part of you is Supercross? Is it 
a mental part, business, or a desire 
for action that you couldn't fulfill 
yourself? 
It's obviously a business. 
But you said that it's not very profit- 
able for you. So what is it? 
1 think it lets me do something that if I 
wasn't here no one else would do as 
well. I take great pride in that. My real 
estate stuff is not tremendously fulfilling, 
; because there's a lot of people who can 
‘feed numbers into a machine, like I 
' can, and come out with, “Hey, this has 
, got a real rate of return of 42 percent.’ 
' Maybe I'm too egotistical in this, but I 
firmly believe if I didn't do it (Super- 
cross) it wouldn't be done as well. 
There's a lot of people who disagree 
|! with that. 
,How long do you plan to keep up 
with all of this? You've said that time 
| is the only thing that you can't buy. 
Given the limited amount of time 
that you have left, with your real 
estate holdings, Supercross, antique 
stores, oil Td. and that, maybe they 
won't have the impetus to run on 
their own without Mike Goodwin to 
look over them, how do you plan to 
carry all of these things off? 
The key is continuity of good employ- 
ees, and I've got a good staff. I’m not 
saying that if I died, Supercross would 
quit by any means. Pace does an excel- 
lent job; my own people do an excellent 
job — they just won't have the show- 
manship, flair, sponsorship impetus 
and growth plans that I have in mind. 
| Í envision the day when all I'll have to 
,do is approve a budget, campaign, 
| track diagram, what's going to go on 
„at the event; it'll be done exactly like I 
want it. It (Supercross) will hold my 
interest as long as it does, certainly until 
I get a world-wide situation going. 
You don't think that you'll ever lose 
interest in Supercross? 
Oh, I don't think I'll lose interest. I 
hope I can get away from the day to 
day operations, so I can just sit back 
and say: "Jesus! I remember '72, when 
Istarted out. e

Lawson powered by Kennedy 
going into turn three on the opening 
lap and never looked back. Lucero 
moved up to challenge Kennedy for 
second and got by when Kennedy spun 
in turn two on the second lap.

Even though the team race is the 
last race of the day, this was the 
most exciting race this reporter 
has ever observed. 

The overall win was a bitter battle 
right down to the wire between the 
teams of Keith Fearing/Paul Huffman 
and Mike Baker/Paul Krause.

It 
appeared as if it were a staged perfor- 
mance. Kurt and Holmes leaned out 
and Heth looked as if he'd been shot 
from a cannon. He shot forward while 
his two compadres leaned out, allow- 
ing Heth to go through, then rejoined 
him, Each rider rode five of the 10 laps 
and onthe 10th, with the checkered 
out, around the far turn came the trio 
still side by side. Kent Pfeiffer's front 
tire came across first with Senn inches 








behind and Case right behind Senn. 
What a race. This will be one of those 
"remember when" stories for quite 
some time. 

Keith Fearing (C-A) and Paul Huff- 
man (KTM) took the overall win and 
first 250cc with Mike Baker and Paul 
Krause taking second overall, first 
Open. 

Second and third Open were Bill 
Nash/Charles Montilepre and Doug

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Shopher wins 
Oregon 250 GP 
Challenge

PORTLAND, OR, JUNE 22 

The impact of two northwest 
roadraces on the same Sunday 
was evident as a relatively small 
field of entrants raced before a 
good crowd of spectators at Portland 
International Raceway. The $1600 
purse for the 250 GP Challenge at- 
tracted riders from as far away as Can- 
ada and the San Franciso Bay area, 
but the absence of Lind, Phoenix, 
Pinkstaff, Skiver, Sutton, Whitlow 
and Wilson, et al, gave some diehard 
Oregon Motorcycle Road Racing As- 
sociation racers a delicious taste of the 
front of the pack. 

The modified schedule called for one 
heat of 15 laps for each of the usual 
racing classes plus the main event, 25 
laps in 250cc GP. 

The first race, 125cc GP, set the 
tone for the day's racing as Bill Mullins 
of Concord, CA, Tod Dressel and 
Peter Jacobson pulled away from the 
field in a three-way dice that lasted 
into the 12th lap. Mullins finally 
stretched a small lead in the last three 
laps and was followed across the line 
by Jacobson and Dressel. Dean Zinter's 
air-cooled 125 was next after a brief 
off-track excursion where he over- 
cooked the esses in turns seven and 
eight. 

Rod Chronister and John Haskin 
put on a fine show in Open Production, 
dicing from start to finish. Haskin and 
Chronister had met briefly in the last 
race at Portland when Haskin ran into 
Chronister from behind. Any ill will 
was rapidly forgotten as the two stayed 
within feet of each other the entire 15 
laps of the heat. 

Haskin's GS1000 had a bent point 
cam with resulting strange timing char- 
acteristics and no tachometer or even 
speedometer but still had a slight 
power edge on Chronister’s new 
GS750. : 

Haskin's win or crash style paid off 
this time, with Chronister pulling a 
close second. 


The two went at it again in a com- 
bined 850/Open Cafe heat with neith- 
er one very concerned by the fact that 
they were in different classes for this 
race. Haskin again edged Chronister 
after one off-track trip and a locked 
up, sliding pass in turn one. 


Dan Zlock, on a Suzuki GS850 Cafe 
bike, took the win oblivious to the mad- 
ness going on behind him. Chronister 
says he's going to prepare for their 
next meeting by beating on his point 
cam with a hammer. 


In the featured 250cc GP race, Glen 
Shopher, also up from Concord, shot 
his beautifully prepared TZ250 into an 
early lead and used a fast bike and a 
smooth, precise riding style to stay 
there. Excellent dicing was going on 
further back, with Mike Ross and 
Chris Robinson swapping positions 
several times, but with Ross ahead 
when it counted. 

Glen Shopher, leaving Portland on 
his way to Road Atlanta, had praise 
for the track and OMRRA and said 
he'll be back. The $500 check in his 
pocket for 33 minutes of slaving over a 
hot motorcycle represented a wage 
rate of about $900 an hour, and 
should help with gas money to Georgia.

Riders found the track disced and 
watered as they returned to Clarks 
Branch to race the first of a four-race 
Summer Series and the 250cc Pros 
found themselves first to try out the 
track. 

The gate fell and Williams charged 
into the first turn and the lead, never 
to give up that prestigious position. In 
second was Mike Somerville with 
Prause, Rod Huffman, ex-Gregson 
mechanic Rich Earl, Carey Lund, 
Randy Pekarek and Roy Davis making 
up the other positions. 

Davis started moving up one 
position per lap and by lap five was in 
fourth place behind Prause. Prause 
pulled out the stops on his Kawasaki 
and the two riders quickly caught 
Somerville who was still in second. 

The racing was fierce as the three 
headed toward the giant downhill. 
Everyone knew that Davis wasn't shy 
about charging down the downhill, 
shifting up through the gears and 
flying over the double jumps which lie 
about one-third of the way from the 
top, but this time Davis shot for the 
moon. 

He leaped the first jump which sent 
him 40 feet to the lip of the second 
jump. This whole affair initiated Roy 
Davis into the exclusive and prestigious 
"broken front hub club" where he 
becomes the second member and joins 
Carey Lund. Luckily Roy saved it and 
limped his Yamaha into the pits. 

With Davis out, Prause continued to 
pressure Somerville and with two laps 








to go, he went by for second place. 
Behind Williams, Prause, and 
Somerville were Pekarek, Huffman 
and Lund. Earl DNF when he lost his 
rear brake due to a broken brake rod 
on his Husky. 

In the second moto, Williams once. 
again motored away from the pack on. 
his Yamaha leaving Prause to follow in 
second. Davis passed Pekarek on the 
second lap after Randy's Yamaha lost 
its tranny. Davis continued in third, 
until halfway when he suddenly slowed 
and pulled off the track. That left’ 
third place open to Somerville. 
Huffman and Earl completed the 
order. At the finish, Williams held a 
27-second lead over Prause. 

The track was in beautiful shape as 
the 10 125cc Pros lined up and when 
the gate fell, Joe Spangler was first to 
drive through the wide, sweeping 
right-hand first turn. Robby Watilo 
was behind Spangler with Carey Lund 
and Rick Smith tagging along. Roy 
Davis was in a distant seventh place. 

Before the 125s could complete one 
lap, the Open Pros were turned loose 
and Steve Williams left the gate like he 
was once again going to dominate. But 
after one lap, Craig Prause got bored 
with second place and, looking more 
like a flattracker than a motocrosser; 
Prause slid his big Kawasaki around 
Williams' Yamaha in a wide sweeping 
turn. In third was Joe West with Phil 
Randall fourth. 

Meanwhile the 125s had been doing 
some place-swapping with Spangler 
dropping out after leading three laps 
and Lund passing Watilo at the 
bottom of the downhill for first place. 
Davis also moved up and at the finish 
the order was Lund, Watilo, Davis 
and Smith. Prause led the Opens to 
the finish with Williams, Randall and 
West finishing in that order. 

In the second 125cc Pro moto, Davis 
moved quickly to the front of the pack 
and stayed there until he saw a 
checkered flag. Second _ place, 
however, was about as stable as Mount 
St. Helens as Smith first battled James 
Wiant for that spot and won, and then 
battled Lund. The 29-year-old Smith 
was holding off the 15-year-old “front 
hub club” member, but finally with 
three laps left, Smith folded to the 
pressure and the finishing order was 
Davis, Lund, Smith and Wiant. 

The Open Pro class saw Williams 
get caught trying to outguess the 
backwards falling gate and getting 
caught in said gate. Prause and crew 
were to the first turn when Williams 
got untangled. There was one 
unfortunate mishap when West went

down on lap two and had to be carried 
off the track.

Skiver, Sutton, 
Pinkstaff win 
Washington six- 
hour endurance 
race

KENT, WA, JUNE 22 

Washington Motorcycle Road 
Racing Association's annual six- 
hour endurance race at Seattle 
International Raceway may be- 
come known as the Randy Skiver 
Benefit Road Rally. Skiver, teamed 
this year with Brian Sutton and Keith 
Pinkstaff on a Bellevue Suzuki-prepared 
Suzuki GS1100, has now stood in the 
winner's circle three out of three 
WMRRA Six Hours. Skiver was part 
of a remarkable win in 1978 on a 
Honda CX500 cafe bike and won 
again in 1979 on a Suzuki GS1000. 

No small part of the credit for this 
year's overall win must also go to Greg 
Olson who, with Skiver, prepared the 
GS1100 Open Cafe machine and ran a 
pit crew which was able to make two 
rear tire changes without ever giving 
up the lead. But the proficiency in the 








pits was matched by speed on the track 
as Skiver, Sutton and Pinkstaff simply 
turned faster lap times than their com- 
petition. 

Late in the third hour of the race, 
while Pinkstaff was aboard, the 
GS1100 began developing a vicious 
wobble which Pinkstaff quickly diag- 
nosed as a deflating rear tire and came 
into the pits. Two and a half minutes 
later, the pit crew had mounted a 
spare wheel and Brian Sutton went out 
for his hour stint on a DOT-approved 
Metzeler Sport. 

The Bellevue Suzuki pit crew decided 
to send Skiver out for the final hour on 
a fresh slick and when Sutton finished 
his hour, the tire change was again 
made without losing the lead. Skiver 
went out to finish the race nine laps 
ahead of the second-place team. 

Up to almost the fourth hour of the 
race, the Kawasaki 1000 Open Cafe 
entry of John Brady, Jeff Ducken and 
Joel Ittner was staying in contention, 
but the bike lost fourth gear. The 
team soldiered on for another hour, 
but the necessary over-revving in third 
gear took its toll and the bike gave up 
at 4:40 into the race. 

In spite of the eventual runaway for 
the overall win, there was close racing 
behind first place as second, third and 
fourth places were all taken by Open 
Production bikes. Monte Phoenix and 
Dave Wilson rode to an impressive 
second overall and first in Open 
Production on a DG Service-prepared 
Kawasaki 750. 

The next two finishers were decided 
at the finish line, with another 
Bellevue Suzuki entry of Craig Gotts- 
chalk and Sean Phillips on a GS750 
edging out Bill Allard and John 
Moffett on a GS1100. 

Next in overall standings and the 
410cc Production class winner was the 
Cosmic Racing entry with Ken 
Botham, Rodger Bump and Fraser 
Mitchell as pilots. The next two 
machines approaching the finish line 
were both on their 191st lap and Mark 
Hislop and Fred Zalud prevailed at the 
flag for a sixth place overall and the 
win in 600cc Cafe. 

One of the hazards of endurance rac- 
ing, that of the great speed differences 
between the different classes on the 
track at the same time, was pointed 
out graphically at 1:30 in the race 
when the GS1000 Open Cafe entry 
ridden by Ray Baker ran into the back 
of a 410cc Production bike halfway 
down the long straight past pit row. 

Hal Davis on a Honda 400 did a 
miraculous job of staying upright, but 
Baker and his motorcycle took a 130- 
mile-per-hour tumbling high side. 
Baker came to rest 200 feet later-in the 
middle of the trck, laying prone and 
still for four minutes with bikes being 
flagged around him, then got up and 
walked to the ambulance complaining 
of a slightly sore shoulder. The bike 
was demolished. 

Forty-eight entries started the race 
and 17 finished. Twelve of the 17 were 
essentially stock motorcycles, which 
speaks eloquently for the high quality 
of machinery available to all of us. e
